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BLACK'S PROJECT ABSURD 





DEMOCRATS WILL NOT ATTEMPT TO 
HOODWINK THE PEOPLE. 


A Proposition to Give Away the Pres- 
ident’s Rights Not to be Enter- 


tained — Congressmen Protest 


Against the Pennsylvanian’s Pro- 
gramme—Senator Harris Has a 
More Ridiculous Plan—A Declara- 
tion for Honest Money Expected. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Chauncey F. 
Black evidently did net suspect, when he 
promulgated his preposterous programme 
to nominate a. Presidential candidate upon 
& platform pledging the President not to 
exercise his Constitutional right to veto 
bills, that there was so much resolution left 
in the Democratic Party as he seems likely 


to develop. The assumption appears to have 
been that the sound-money men, because 
they have not made as much noise as they 
might, had become so weak and irresolute 
that they “were willing to surrender at the 
first blast of the silver men calling upon 
them to give up and be led away captive. 

It is evident already that the introduc- 
tion of such a programme at Chicago will 
provoke angry opposition. The absurdity 
of the proposition does not strike the silver 
men, for there is already talked of another 
plan, said to come from Senator Harris, 
that is in the same line, and only more at- 
rociously. foolish and discreditable to the 
party. 

Mr. Harris’s plan as talked of among the 
politicians sounds like a conspiracy to win 
by deliberately hoodwinking the entire vot- 
ing public. It contemplates a fight at 
Chicago, the division of the convention, and 
the nomination of two candidates, one by 
the silver Democrats @&nd the other by the 
g0ld Democrats. Each candidate is to 
“work” his section of the country “for 
all his cause is worth.’’ When the Blectoral 
Colleges meet, the gold and silver Electors 


are to combine, and a gold man is to be 
chosen President and a silver man Vice 
President, or vice versa. 

The puerility of such plans as these is 
bound to destroy confidence in the men

there are any other plans in hiding, to have 
them brought out before the Democrats 
begin t elect delegates to the National 
Converttion. Unless the party has gone as 
mad as these irresponsible would-be lead- 
ers, their oe agg yy will be rejected with 
such unanimity that the authors of the 
vagaries will be sent to the retirement they 
have thoroughly earned.

“I den’t subscribe to any such idea,” 
said Re resentative Patterson of Tennes- 
Bee. © man who would make a promise 
to withhold his veto of an act which he 
believed to be wrong and would operate to 
the injury of the country is worthy of the 
great office of President. Such a pledge 
would discredit, if not dishonor, the candi- 
date before the American people. I do not 
indorse the suggestion that the Chicago 
Convention will declare for the free coinage 
of silver. I long have believed that the 
Democratic Party would, in its National 
Convention, distinctly declare for sound 
money and nominate a sound-money man 
for President. I recognize the fact that 
the free-silver Democrats are making a 
very earnest and aggressive fight to capture 
the convention, but we have been only 
fighting thus far on the skirmish line. 

The only States that have spoken for 
silver are Missouri, Oregon, and Alabama. 
Nobody believed the sound-money men 
would carry Missouri or Oregon, I have 
hever counted Alabama for sound money in 
eny calculations that I have made. We 
can safely rely on fifty sound-money dele- 
gates from the South, and the New-Eng- 
land States, the Middle States, Maryland, 
Ohio, Hilinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
and Nebraska, with the aid of these fifty 
votes, will control the convention. Aside 
from this, I think we may confidently ex- 
pect a*number of sound-money delegates 
from Indiana, Michigan, and California, and 
scattering votes from other States. It is a 
fight, but a fight that the sound-money 
men can win if they will only give half the 
attention to the matter that is being de- 
voted to it by the advocates of free coin- 
age. It is time for the sound-money forces 
to take off their coats. and show the coun- 
try that they are thoroughly in earnest.” 

I disagree entirely with Mr. Black’s 
views, declared Representative Bartlett of 
New-York “The question of sound 
money is of quite as great importance as 
the question of taxation; in fact it is of 
graver importance to-day, for there doesn’t 
Seem to be any disposition on the part of 
most of the politicians of the country to 
disturb the existing tariff. Nor can’ vou 
call those who are in favor of an iacome 
tax sound on the question of taxation. 
Moreover, I do not believe that a man 
should be in favor of free coinage, even 
if a majority of the convention should de- 
clare for it. Then, according to my view, 
it would be very improper for any Presi- 
dential candidate to make an agreement as 
to the exercise of the veto power. That 
power is just as much a part of the Fed- 
eral Constitution as any other, and any 
one worthy to be President should be free 
to exercise it when his conscience so dicé 
tates. According to the reported views of 
Mr. Black, a Democratic President, if 
elected, would be bound not to defeat leg- 
islation which he knew would bring pay 
and ao — country. Such a view 
cannot fail to be repugnant to the r

CHARLES H. VOORHIS A SUICIDE, 


Was Formerly a Congressman and a 
New-Jersey Judge. 


Jersey City, April 15.—Charles H. Voor- 
his, a well-known lawyer, whose home is 
at 114 Clifton Place, shot himself in his 
office in the Davidson Building, at Mont- 
gomery and Washington Streets, to-night. 
He placed the muzzle of a pistol just be- 
low his right temple, and, firing, the bul- 
let passed almost through his head. Death 
must have been instantaneous. The shot 
was probably fired shortly after 6 o’clock, 
at which time an occupant of an adjoin- 
ing office heard a noise that he supposed 
was caused by q falling board. The body 
was discovered at 7 o’clock by the janitor. 
It was upon the floor. The pistol was 
lying by his right hand, the left hand 
being folded across his breast. 

Upon a table was found a letter addressed 
to his wife. In it Mr. Voorhis said that 
he intended to kill himself, but gaye no 
reason. He also inclosed $5, County Phy- 
sician Converse’ was notified and gave a 
permit for the removal of the body. 

Charles H. Voorhis was born in Hacken- 
sack sixty-four years ago. He was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1856 and was afterward 
appointed Law Judge of Bergen County. He 
organized the Bergen County National 
Bank and the Hackensack Savings Bank 
in 1868 He was elected to Congress in 
1878. While he was in Congress both the 
banks, of which he was President, failed, 
causing widespread disaster in Bergen 
County. The losses were about $2,000,000. 
Mr. Voorhis was indicted upon the allega- 
tion that he was criminally responsible for 
the failure of the banks, but Joseph D. 
Bedle, his counsel, set up the plea that the 
offense was barred by the statute of lim- 
itations, and he was acquitted. : 

Since then he had made his home in this 
city. He leaves a wife, one son, and two 
daughters. 


TWO DEBTORS MISSING. 





Claim for $29,950 Against C. W. B. 
Weber—H, Weinberg’s Many Creditors. 


An attachment has been received by the 
Sheriff for $29,950 against the Western 
Agency of 17 and 19 William Street, in 
favor of Blythe, Greene, Jourdaine & Co. of 
London, for wrongful conversion of per- 
sonal property. : 

The London firm accuses Charles W. B. 
Weber, the President of the agency, of 
converting the $29,950 to his own use. The 
agency acted as agent here for selling 
merchandise for the London firm, and since 
Jan. 1 had collected, the firm alleges, 
$29,950, no part of which has been paid to 
the firm. It is alleged that on March 25 
Mr. Weber drew out $26,000 from the Corn 
Exchange Bank, which money belonged to 
the London firm, by_several checks of the 
agency to his order, and on March 28 he 
disappeared and has not since been heard 
from. When he left he said he intended 
going to Boston to take the steamer Both- 
nia for England to deliver the money to 
the firm. 

Henry Weinberg, dealer in general mer- 
chandise at 45 Lispenard Street, who start- 
ed in business there about the middle of 
March, is reported to have. disappeared, 
leaving a number of creditors unpaid. He 
made purchases of a variety of goods, such 
as dry goods, shoes, clothing, linen, white 
goods, prints, shirts, &c., from any one who 
would sell them on credit. All the goods, 
it is said, have disappeared, and there is 
nothing in sight for the creditors. He not 
only bought goods in this market, but also 
in ston and Providence, it is said. Paul 
Hellinger obtained an attachment against 
him yesterday for $110 for goods purchased 
on April 4. Mr. Hellinger thought that Mr. 
Weinberg had got goods worth about 
$12,000. Others in the trade estimate the 
mount-at $5,000.-~

MOST CROWNS. 


Olympian Games Closed with the Dis- 
tribution of Wreaths and Medals. 


ATHENS, April 15.—The Olympian games 
were closed to-day with the distribution of 
prizes to the victors in the various con- 
tests. The weather was perfect, and the 
Stadion was crowded with people. When 
the King and the royal party arrived, a 
Pindaric ode. on the’,games was delivered 
by Mr. Robertson, an American, after 
which, according to the ancient custom, the 
King personally handed to each winner of a 
first prize a wreath fashioned of wild olive 
plucked from the trees at Olympia, and 
laurel wreaths were given to the winners of 
pecond prizes. All of the prize winners 
then received diplomas and medals. The 
Stadion band then played the national air 
of each country represented in the games, 
to which music ail of the prize winners 
paraded. _ 

After thé parade the games were declared 
by the King to be ended. 

The total number of athletes who re- 
ceived crowns was forty-four, of whom 
eleven were Americans, ten Greeks, seven 
Germans, five French, three English, two 
Hungarians, two Australians, two Aus- 
trians, one Dane, and one Swiss. 

After the ceremonies attendant upon the 
prize awards were completed, the Interna- 
tional Committee having the arrangement 
of the ety in charge met at the resi- 
dence of the Crown Prince, and arranged 
for the holding of the next games in Ath- 
ens in 1898. Banquets in honor of the vic- 
ae still being given, and the city is 
en te. 


ANTI-COAL TRUST BILL SIGNED. 





Mr. Robbins Declined to be Bulldozed 
at the Behest of Platt Influences. 


ALBANY, April 15.—Gov. Morton has 
signed the Anti-Coal Trust bill. He did so 
at 5 o’clock this afternoon, having waited 
as long as he could do so, as the bill would 
have become a law to-morrow had he not 
acted to-day. 

The Governor wanted the bill withdrawn, 
that he might be relieved from the respon- 
sibility of acting on it, for the present, and 
in his efforts to secure this he took unusual 
methods, 

The bill was opposed by the firm of Tracy, 
Boardman & Platt. They fought it at every 
stage from the moment it was introduced 
by Assemblyman Robbins, and the Govern- 
or’s action in attempting to dodge the re- 
sponsibility for signing it has laid him open 
to the cwene that he, as well as the Leg- 
islature, is influenced by the business end 
of ‘‘ Boss” Platt’s litico-legal syndicate. 

The Governor yesterday asked Mr. Rob- 
bins to withdraw the bill to save a veto. 
Mr. Robbins refused. The Governor gave 
Mr. Robbins to understand that he had a 
veto message written, which would be sent 
to the Legislature to-day, unless the bfil 
were withdrawn. Mr. Robbins refused to 
be bulldozed even by the Governor, and 
made up his mind to let the Governor take 
the entire ee The veto message 
never came, and the-Governor at the last 
moment signed the bill. 





The Saratoga Village Fight. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., April 15.—Caleb W. Mitch- 
ell, the former Democratic Village President, 
who a year ago was legislated out of office, re- 
cently brought suit against his successor, Charles

MRS, MORTON CRITICISED 





GOVERNOR’S ACTION ON THE SCHOOL 
BILL ALSO CONDEMNED. 


Commissioner Charles Strauss Says 
the Legislature Was Forced to 
Pass the Compromise Méasure at 
the Point of the Social Bayonet— 
Others Heard Before the Mayor in 
Opposition to the Plan of Doing 
Away with Ward Trustees. 


Both Gov. Morton and Mrs. Morton were 
severely criticised for their action in con- 
nection with the Pavey-Page compromise 
school bill, wltich abolishes the Ward Trust- 
ees, at the hearing given on that measure 
before Mayor Strong, in the Council Cham- 


ber of the Board of Aldermen, yesterday. 
The Governor was criticised for his message 
of March 19, calling for reform school leg: 
islation, and Mrs. Morton was charged with 
having forced the passage of the bill “at 
the point of the social bayonet." 

Mrs. Edward Lauterbach, wife of Chair- 
man Lauterbach of the Republican County 
Committee, and an opponent of the bill, sat 
in the front row and applauded every point 
made against it. 

There was a big crowd present. Mayor 
Strong announced that the first hearing 
would be devoted to those opposed to the 
bill; this afternoon to those in favor of 
the bill, and Saturday afternoon to the 
school teachers. Next Monday there will be 
a@ summing up. 

In the gathering yesterday were ex-May- 
or Abram §S. Hewitt, President Maclay 
of the Board of Education; School Com- 
missioners Strauss, Holt, Ketchum, Wehr- 
um, Little, Hulbert, and Hunt; School 
Trustee John Whalen, President M. J. El- 
gas of the Principals’ Association, ex-Judge 
Stephen §. Blake, Joseph Larocque, and 
Mrs, Clara G. Williams, formerly a School 
Commissioner. ¢ 

President Maclay of the Board of Edu- 
cation opened the discussion. He said there 
were three reasons why the bill was op- 
posed. First, it opened the school system 
to politics; second, many provisions of the 
compromise bill are opposed to provisions 
contained in the bill offered by the Board 
of Education, and, therefore, the compfo- 
mise bill violates the principle of home 
rule; third, the compromise bill in regard 
to the matter of appointments is in oppo- 
sition to all sound principles of civil serv- 
ice. 

Mr. Maclay’s speech was largely an elab. 
oration of these three objections. He said 
that lodging the power of appointment in 
the twenty-one Assistant Superintendents 
would enable a Mayor under the Power of 
Removal bill to manipulate the whole sys- 
tem for political ends. He complained that 
the request made to the Legislature for a 
referendum, so that the people of this city 
could determine for themselves whether 
they wanted to abolish a system that has 
been in existence for After years. was re- 
fused. 

“The Governor,” said Mr. Maclay, “‘ sends 
@ message to the Legislature telling it how 
it should vote before the bill reaches you, 
Mr. Mayor. The Board of Education is in 
the best position to know what the needs 
of this city are. It prepared a bill designed 
to better the present system. That failed, 
and now we have this so-called compromise 
bill, that is almost entirely opposed to 
our bill. I believe the present school sys- 
tem of New-York City is the best that has 
yet been devised. It will stand improve- 
ment, and our bill was carefully framed so 
as to secure that improvement. In fifty 
years there has never been a misappropria- 
tion of one dollar of public funds by a 
Commissioner, a Trustee, or an Inspector.” 

Mr. Maclay, in referring further to the 
action of Gov. Morton res ting the School 
bill, said: ‘*‘The Executive; whether the 
President of the United States or the Demo- 
cratic or Republican Governor of this State, 
has no right to interfere with the legislat- 
ive branch of the Government. It is a 
usurpation of power destructive of our in- 
stitutions.” 

Commissioner Charles Strauss, author of 
the Strauss Schoo} bill, so called, in an ex- 
haustive speech amplified President Ma- 
clay’s criticism of the Governor. In open- 
ing he detailed step by step the formula- 
tion of the Board or Education bill to the 

int where it had been adopted by the 
3oard of Education by a vote of 15 to 5. 
Of the five who opposed the bill, Commis- 
sioner Mack, he said, was the only one 
who favored the absolute abolition of the 
Trustees. One of the Commissioners was 
not present when the vote was taken. 

Mr. Strauss referred to the action of the 
City Club in favor of the Pavey bill. He 
said twenty-seven members of the club 
met in executive session and named a com- 
mittee of one hundred to urge its passage. 
Then the Public Education Club, composed 
mostly of women, was formed, and the 
movement in favor of the Pavey bill was 
started, ‘‘and,’”’ said Mr. Strauss, “it 
finally reached Albany and the home of the 
Governor.” Mr. Strauss next proceeded 
with his criticism of Mrs. Morton’s action 
in reference to the compromise bill. 

‘“*I would not speak of tnese things,’ he 
said, ‘“‘unless I had personal knowledge 
about the matter. I was in the Senate 
Chamber on Feb. 16, more than a month be- 
fore the Governor sent his School bill mes- 
sage, and I saw there Mrs. Morton and 
Mrs. Lorillard Spencer, who is a member 
of the. Public Education Club, holding a 
levee in one of the corners. This was the 
day begore a hearing on the School bill.’ 

Mr. Strauss read a newspaper clipping'to 
show that Mrs. Morton had urged the pas- 
sage of the compromise bill that day on the 
members both of the Senate and Assembly 
Committees on Cities. Mrs. Morton, the 
speaker said, had been the leader in the 
movement. ‘“‘ Mrs. Morton,” he declared 
“was using the Governor’s influence an 
the prestige of the most important place 
in the Governor’s household to lobby in the 
halls of legislation with the gentlemen of 
the same political party as her husband.” 

Mr. Strauss expressed his regret that so 
important a measure had been bandied 
about until it had become known as the 
“Pink Tea bill.” He said the movement 
in behalf of the compromise bill on the 
part of the women had been the result of 
the “illogical interference of a lot of 
women, who did so for the purpose of pur- 
suing a momentary fancy or whim.” 

Mr. Strauss said thé message from the 
Governor on March 19 had come out of a 
clear sky. He said it was written by the 
women, or by a woman, of the Public 
Education Club, or it was inspired by 
women. He said the message was strik- 
ingly similar to the platform of the City 
Club’s committee of one hundred. He 
quoted some phrases from the message 


‘that were the same as those in the plat- 


form. He said they were dictated by the 
same mind, if not written by the same 
hand. He did not charge the Governor 
with plagiarism. 

Mr. Strauss declared “the Legislature 
was forced to pass the bill at the int 
of the social bayonet carried by Mrs, 
ton for politi use if necessary.”

The Mississippi Destroys a Bridge— 
Damage in Many Places.

St. Pav, Minn., April 15.—The Mississippi 
is on the rampage from Grand Rapids to 
St. Paul. The river has-been rising rapidly 
here for two days, and is now eight feet 
higher than it was Sunday. A further rise 
of two feet will drive the people on the west 
side flats to the hills. 

At Royalton, Minn., the Mississippi River 
bridge west of there, built six years ago, 
and the Platte River dam have been swept 
away. One Knoll dam went Saturday, Mc- 
Lean’s dam on Skunk Brook, Sunday, and 
the mill dam at Two Rivers yesterday. The 
flood is the worst in years. 

MONTREAL, April 15.—The river has risen 
slightly, and is now thirty-seven feet eight 
inches, the highest since 1887, the last flood 

ear, Great fears of another flood are felt 

ere. 

HARTFORD, Conn., April 15.—The Con- 
necticut River continues to rise, and is over 
seventeen feet above low water mark. 
Spring freshet is jmpending. 

RICHFORD, Vt., April 15.—The water is 
very high in the Mississquoi River, and 
great damage has been done in places. No 
mail was received over the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway from Boston this morning, on 
account of the track near Mansonville, 
Quebec, being submerged. The mills and 
factories at Enosburg Falls are endangered. 
The electric light plant there is damaged, 
and the village is in darkness to-night. 

Grave fears are entertained for the safety 
of the mills and factories here. The water 
rose eighteen inches last night. The ice is 
melting rapidly on the hills, where it is 
very thick. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., April 15.—The vast ac- 
cumulation of snow in the Adirongack foot 
hills and mountains has, since yesterday 
begun its liquid rush to the lowlands. Ali 
of the lakes and streams are being over- 
flowed and will continue to rise for several 
days, The Upper Hudson and the Sacan- 
daga Rivers are six feet higher than they 
were yesterday. A big freshet cannot be 
avoided.

Two Men Arrested in Chicago for 
Manufacturing Them. 


Cuicaco, April 15.—W. B. Peters, an en- 
graver, and John Voney, a lithographer 
and engraver, were arrested yesterday by 
Capt. Porter of the Federal Secret Service 
on the charge of counterfeiting two-cent 
stamps in large quantities and selling them.

They were detected, and Capt. Porter al- 
lowed a big batch to pass through before 
he put men on the track of the counterfeit- 
ers. The stamps were being made on lith- 
ographic stones, twenty-five at a time, for 
experimental urposes, but arrangements 
had been made to run off 100 at a time 
when the gang felt safe.

The Brother of the President Protests 
Agaitist Leaving His Church. 


WaTERTOWN, N. Y., April, 15.—When the 
St.. Lawrence Presbytery, in session here 
yesterday afternoon, adopted the report of 
a committee recommending the dissolution 
of the relations between the Rev. William 
N. Cleveland, brother of the President, 
and the church at Chaumont, of which he 
has been pastor, it was supposed that the 
Chaumont Church troubles were ended, but 
Pastor Cleveland is proving himself a stub- 
born fighter.

The Presbytery entered the protest upon 
its minutes, with a statement that in so 
doing it does not assent to the validity of 
the position assumed by Mr. Cleveland, 
and here the matter rests at present. 


MRS. WOLF AND CHILDREN BURNED. 





Her Clothing Became Ignited from 
Burning Curtains, 


Mrs. Jane Wolf, the wife of George Wolf, 
a clerk, and her newly born babe were 
burned almost beyond recognition at 243 
East Twenty-first Street last night, and 
her son, George, four years old, was also 
badly injured. 

Mrs. Wolf was sitting at the window with 
her babe, when the curtains became ig- 
nited from the gas jet above her héad, and 
as she turned her clothing touched the 
flames. In an instant she was all ablaze. 
She ran to her bed and tried to smother 
the fire with bedclothing, but, instead of 
doing so, simply added more fuel to them. 
When her husband, who had seen the acci- 
dent, reached her, she and the baby wére 
nearly dead on the floor, and the other 
child’s clothing was ablaze.

AMOUNTS TO A SCANDAL 


THE’ BRIDGE LEASE BILL PUSHED 
ALONG WITH INDECENT HASTE, 





Shamefal Disregard of Public Rights 
by the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce and Navigation—The Power 
of a Political “ Pall” j Given a 
Forcible Iustration—Surprise at 
the Course of Democrats—Possi- 


_ble Explanation of Proceedings. 


ALBANY, April 15.—It will require few. if 
any. more exhibitions such as were given 
yesterday with the bill which allows the 
elevated railway companies to grab the 
Brooklyn Bridge to bring a scandal on this 
Legislature. The action of the Senate 


Committee on Commerce and Navigation 
on this bill was about the best, or worst, 
display of how a political “ pull’’ can be 
worked to business advantage that has been 
seen. ‘ 

Two or three requisites only are needed. 
One is‘a powerful business concern able to 
pay for a politician with a “ pull” to act as 
legislative agent. Another is a comittee 
which mistakes the whisper of the politi- 
cian with a ‘“ pull”’ for vox populi. Both 
of these were in evidence yesterday. 

The result was that when Chairman Lau- 
terbach of the New-York Republican Coun- 
ty Organization, representing the Brooklyn 
elevated railroads, assisted by the visible 
presence of Frederick Ullmann and Hugo 
Hirsh, gave the “tip” the bill, which pro- 
poses to give the bridge to the elevated com- 
panies, was reported favorably, and with a 
rapidity of action that is suspicious when 
the great interests at stake are considered. 

The bill was introduced April 8 in the 
Senate by Mr. Page, and within a week, 
without giving notice to the Brooklyn surface 
roads, which are fighting it, it was up for 
a hearing in the Committee on Commerce 


and Navigation, to which it had been re- 
ferred. 

The names of the patriots on that com- 
mittee do not inspire especial confidence in 
the committee as a whole. They are Sen- 
ators Parsons, Burns, Higbie, Ford, Tib- 
bitts, G. A. Davis, Coggeshall, Sullivan, 
and McCarren. Five constitutes a quorum, 
and barely that number were present yes- 
terday. Those who were there were Par- 
sons, Ford, Coggeshall, Sullivan, and Mc- 
Carren. : 

Ex-Lieut. Gov. William F. Sheehan was 
in the city, and went before the commit- 
tee in behalf of the Brooklyn Heights Sur- 
face Railroad Company. He made the 
claim that such speedy consideration of 
so important a measure was improper and 
unfair to the interests he represented. 

Mr. Lauterbach, who was a college friend 
of Mr. Uhimann and who has more “ pull”’ 
politically, when Thomas C. Platt is out of 
the State, than almost any other man out- 
side of Mr. Platt’s family, was on hand to 
crowd the bill, which would give his clients 
control of the bridge. He did it, and that 
he was able to do it has been something 
of a wonder to those who do not know the 
methods of statesmen and the calibre 
of the five who made up the majority of 
the committee. The five voted unanimously 
to report the bill, in spite of Mr. Sheehan’s 
pleas for a a 

It is not surprising that some of the com- 
mittee should listen to -Mr. Lauterbach. 
But all five followed ‘his. directions as if 
hey ‘were thé subservient political tools of 
They were in evident haste 
to do as he wanted them to do, and it is 
this, in pas, that has attracted attention 
to the absolute.domination of the political 
“boss.” People wonder at it and ask why 
it is that Democrats and Republicans alike 
listen to the Republican: boss, obey his or- 
ders, and follow like lambs on questions 
which do not immediately concern politics. 
Is it that they are afraid to offend the 
power that controls all legislation? 

Mr. Lauterbach according to the pub- 
lished reports of what took place in the 
committee room, said that he was “not 
there for politics, but for business.”’ 

The bill, which received a unanimous vote 
rom the five committeemen, has been under 
the eye of Mr. Uhlmann of the Brooklyn 
Elevated Company during the brief time 
it has been in the hands of the committce, 
He is regarded as the representative of all 
the Brooklyn elevated roads which termin- 
ate at the bridge, and if they may grab the 
bridge, it will be a good thing for property 
in which millions are involved. Of course, 
so far as he is concerned, the bill and all 
things connected with it are business propo- 
sitions.

Uhlmann, assisted by Mr. Lauterbach, their 
political influence did not count, even with 
the Democrats on the committee, The 
committee by its action pleased corpora- 
tions which can control millions. , 

There have been here, in addition to the 
men named who are interested in the bill, 
professional lobbyists who know the weak- 
nesses of legislators, and who work for 
whoever will pay them. Some of them 
have been interested in this Brooklyn 
Bridge bill. They have been the “scouts ”’ 
in the corridors for the men whose mililons 
are involved. They know the arts of the 
lobbyists, and they have lost no oppor- 
tunity to button-hole any and all members 
of the Legislature with reference to this 
bill. Their work, as coupled with that of 
a politician who represents the Boss, gives 
as fine an illustration of excessive lobby- 
ing as has been seen this season.

$121,268. The assets, including factory property, 
are estimated at $146,941. The heaviest creditor 
is James D.. Lincoln, who, as payee and in- 
dorser, is involved to the extent of $68,812. New- 
York, Providence and local banking institutions 
are other large creditors. Mr. Lincoln made a 
proposition, which the creditors are likely to 
accept, that after receiving payment for per- 
sonally indorsed notes, he will run the factory 
for the benefit of the creditors, and probably pay 
82 cents on the dollar.

PRICE THREE OENTS. 
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DEATH OF LIEUT. WILSON. 


He Resigned from the Army to Avoid 
Supporting His Wife. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Notification was 
received at the War Department to-day of 
the death in New-York of James E. Wil- 
son, formerly a First Lieutenant in the 
army attached to the Fifth Infantry. The 
facts leading up to Lieut. Wilson’s resigna- 
tion from the army are somewhat peculiar 
and attracted attention at the time. 

The Lieutenant was, several years ago, 
called to account by the War Department 
for not contributing any money to the sup- 


port of his wife, from whom he had ‘sepa- 
rated. He persisted in his refusal to make 
her an allowance, and his conduct in the 
matter was such that a medical board was 
appointed to inquire into his sanity, with 
the result that he was committed to the 
Government hospital for the insane in 
this District. 

It was arranged to place him on the 
retired list, and to apportion part of his 
pay for the support of his wife, but Lieut. 
Wilson was determined to prevent this, 
and, accordingly, tendered his resignation, 
which was accepted.

Col, Nunez Objects to the Warrant 


Obtained by a Foreigner. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—John D. Hart

Postmaster Sullivan of Brooklyn yesterday re- 
ceived word from Washington that the county 
town postal stations will be consolidated with 
that of Brooklyn May 1, and that an allowance 
of $10,700 had been made for clerk hire. Under 
the new rule there will be sixteen carrier 
stations and forty-six sub-stations in Brooklyn.

JAMES AND THOMAS J. WALSH 
CHARGED WITH LARCENY. 


The Complainant, James A. Walsh, 
Alleges that Their Banking Firm, 
Which Failed Last December, Sold 
Stock Belonging to Him and Did 
Not Tarn Over the Proceeds—Mr. 
Walsh, Sr., Furnished Bail, but 
Refused to Help His Son. 


James Walsh and his son, Thomas J. 
Walsh, who, until December last, as Walsh 
& Son, conducted a banking business at 5 
Wall Street, were arrested yesterday aft- 
ernoon and arraigned before Magistrate 


Mott on a charge of larceny in the Centré 
Street Police Court. The complainant is 
James A. Walsh, a manufacturer of bags, 
whose office is at 116 Wall Street. 

The complainant, who is not related to 
the defendants, alleges that they have sold 
500 shares of Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
stock, valued at $9,800, belonging to him, 
and have refused to pay over to him the 
proceeds. 

The accused Walshes said they were not 

ready to go on with an examination, and 
asked that the case go over until this morn- 
ing. Mr. Walsh, Sr., then asked the Court 
if his examination could not be at an- 
other time, as his son had ruined him, and 
he did not wish to have their examinations 
together. 
‘ Magistrate Mott finally fixed bail at $10,- 
000 each. The father at once furnished the 
required amount, but made no effort to 
Keep his son from spending the night ip 
jail. The time of the examination was 
fixed for 2 o’clock to-day. 

The complainant, Walsh, said he firs? 

began to do business with the two des 
fendants in 1893. He deposited with them 
about $8,000, and gave them orders to buy 
and sell shares upon his account, putting 
up margins until the Fall of 1895, when 
he had a credit with them of about $23,000. 
Never had he questioned their handling of 
the business, as he had confidence in their 
integrity. The dealings were principally 
in Sugar and Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
Stock. They always gave him notices of 
sales and purchases made to his account, 
but never had they informed him from 
whom the shares were purchased or to 
whom sold. 
: At the time of the slump in stocks, owing 
to the Venezuela war scare, Mr. Walsh 
said he had 200 shares of Sugar “ long.’’ 
He gave Walsh & Son an order to buy 
400 shares of Sugar to cover his “ shorts.” 
He presumed this had been done. 

On the Saturday previous to the assign- 
ment of Walsh & Son, made on Dec. 21 
last, Mr. Walsh says he received a message 
from Hopkinson & Co., brokers in Broade- 
way, who he knew were the brokers of 
Walsh & Son, asking him to call at their 
Office before the Stock Exchange opened. 
He did so, and was informed by Hopkin- 
son & Co. that they had asked Walsh & 
Son to deposit $5,000 with them before the 
Exchange opened to cover margins, and 
that if the-money was not there the stocks

Realizing that his Sugar stock must be 
among the shares of alsh & Son to b 
sold out, the complainant Says he rushe 
to the office of the prisoners, at 5 W 
Street, but. found both out. The chief cler 
went to ‘ae telephone and called up the 
elder member of the firm, who talked with 
the complainant. When told of the demand 
of Hopkinson & Co., Mr. Walsh, the elder, 
asked the complainant to inform the brok-

“T then asked Mr. Walsh,” said the com- 
plainant, ‘‘ where I was to come in. He 
said that he would give me a check in full 
for my account on Monday.

* At a meeting, when it was claimed the 
firm had been ruined by the son’s bad 
speculations, I stated to Mr. Walsh that 
if he or his son could show me where they 
had lost $1,000 in stocks, or any character 
of speculation, I would not only give them 
time, but would loan them $5,000 to re- 
sume business. 

‘““T placed an expert on the books, and he 
could not find by them where any stocks 
or shares had ever been either purchased 
or sold for my account. When asked where 
their blotter Was; Mr. Walsh said he did 
not keep a blotter. The expert informed 
me that the books were fraudulently posted 
from day to day, and in no instance did 
they show any speculations that would 
even have embarrassed the firm. 

** From all I can learn, I am satisfied that 
instead of buying stocks with y money, 
they used it, and informed me that my 
orders had been carried out.” 

Mr. Walsh, the senior member of the firm 
of Walsh & Son, declined to make a state- 
ment, saying that he had .been ruined 
financially by his son’s wild speculations, 
and this fresh trouble was one he did not 
care to discuss. The son also said he had 
nothing to say. When asked if it were true 
that his speculations had wrecked Walsh 
& Son, he replied: ‘‘ My father says so.”

OVER THE MAYORS VETO 











THE SENATR AGAIN PASSES THE 
BILL FOR A GREATER NEW-YORK. 


eet 


Objectors to Consdlidation Take Aa- 
vantage of Their Last Opportuni- 
ty to Give the Reasons for Their 
Conrse—Action in the Assembly 
Will Be Postponed Until After the 
Attitude of the Tammany Members 
Shall Be Defined More Clearly. 


ALBANY, April 15.—The Senate repassed 
the Greater New-York bill to-day over the 
vetoes of Mayor Strong of New-York City 
and Mayor Wurster of Brooklyn. The vote 
was 34 in favor and 14 against such action. 

The bill will not be taken up in the As 


sembly until next week. A conference of 
friends of the measure in that body was 
held to-day, and it was thought best not 
to take any chances until the position of 
the Tammany Assemblymen was more 


definitely known. 
The opponents of consolidation, both 


among the Senators and among the office 
holders of Brooklyn, made a hard fight to 
prevent the bill from ever becoming a law. 
Delegations representing both sides of the 
contest were present, and there was active 
lobbying in progress all the morning. Ed- 
ward Lauterbach of New-York City was 
constantly in the corridor or upon the floor 
of the Senate, and Senator Lexow was 
busily at work getting the friends of the 
pill into line. Senators Brush and Wray of 
Brooklyn were also making personal ap- 
peals to the up-country Senators to vote 
fgainst the consolidation, but all their 
efforts were without avail. Four Senators 
who voted for the bill when it was first 
passed by the Senate voted against it to- 
@ay. They were Messrs. Malby, Mullin, 


Sheppard, and Tibbits. 

The Democrats, excepting Gallagher, Mc- 
Carren, and Coffey of Brooklyn, voted solid- 
ly for it. The vote on the bill was:

—14. 

Preceding the vote there were speeches 


that occupied nearly an hour. Senators 
Brush, Wray, McCarren, and Pavey, who 
Have done the most of the talking against 
the bill, could not resist the last chance, 
and they went over the old arguments. 
Senators Cantor, McNulty, and Lexow 
spoke in favor of the repassage. Mr. Lex- 


ow made a very telling speech, from the 
fact that he began by quoting long pas- 
sages from Mayor Strong’s veto message, 
in which the advantages of consolidation 
were set forth. Mr. Lexow read the dec- 
larations of Mavor Strong that he believed 
consolidation must ultimately come, that it 
was sure to be of an immense advantage 
to the commercial interests of New-York 
City, and that he believed that the Greater 
New-York was one of the assured facts 
in the future destiny of the metropolis. 
Mr. Lexow then pointed out that the Mayor 
had determined to prevent this consolidation 
so far as this veto message was concerned, 
for the simple reason that he did not be- 
lieve in the details of the bill which pro- 
posed to bring about the end which he so 
ardently professed to desire. 

In explaining their votes, short speeches 
were made by Messrs. Bllsworth, Ford, 
Higbie, Raines, and Tibbits. Mr. Ford said 
that if this had been a bill of purely local 
character, which provided for the purchase 
of park ground, the erection of a new mu- 
nicipal building, or some such thing, where 
the Mayor might properly speak with bet- 
ter understanding than the Senators, he 
would certainly vote against overriding the 
Mayor’s veto, but the question of the 
Greater New-York was more than a local 
question—it was one which had been under 
eareful discussion and consideration for 
several years, and on which every person 
who could read had had ample opportunity 
to make up his mind. Moreover, it was a 
question on which a popular vote had been 
taken, and decided in the affirmative. He 
declared that on this question Mayor 
Strong could not speak for the city any 
further than he could express his own 
individual opinion, and, for himself, he 
said, he did not feel bound to be governed 
in the slightest by the veto messages which 
the Mayors of New-York. and Brooklyn 
had sent up. 

Mr. Mullin, in explaining his_ vote, said 
that while he had voted for the bill be- 
fore, he had done so with the conviction 
that it was not a wise measure politically, 
and he had at that time stated that if it 
came back disapproved by the Mayors he 
would e against it. 

“I believe,” said Senator Mullin, ‘ that 
this is a bad thing for the Republican 
Party in this State, and that is enough for 
me. I do not feel convinced that the con- 
solidation would be of any special benefit 
to New-York City, and the Brooklyn repre- 
sentatives on this floor are opposed to it, 
and accordingly I shall vote against it.” 

Mr. Tibbits voted against the bill. In 
explaining his vote, he said that the rea- 
sQn why he hati voted for it before was 
that his position was somewhat involved 
because there was a bill pending at that 
time for the Greater Troy. That measure 
had béen disposed of, and he considered 
himself now free to vote according to his 
sown judgment, without any consideration 
ee aad measures. Accordingly he voted

Declared Mr. Roosevelt Opposed Re- 
publican Appointments He 
Himself Favored. 


HOW THE POLICE BILL WAS AFFECTED 


Mr. Parker’s Side of the Case and 


What He Says of the Row in 
the Police Board. 


Police Commissioner Parker, it would ap- 
pear from the most recent developments in 
the Police Board contest, has been placed 
in a most unenviable position by the re- 
maining Commissioners, Messrs, Roosevelt, 
Grant and Andrews. 


ing taps on the appointments of the de- 
partment, and when the time came, en- 
deavored to make capital of his deductions 


in a political way, to his own advantage, 
through Messrs. Platt and Lauterbach. 

Mr. Roosevelt learned of Mr.* Parker's 
actions last week. When he went to Al- 
bany Thursday to speak before the Senate 
and Assembly committees in behalf of the 
measure giving the Commissioners more 
power in the matter of promotions, trans- 
fers, &c., he learned that Mr. Parker had 
sent a long communication to Mr, Lauter- 
bach, in which he set forth that he had 


made on the foree, and espoused the cause 
of Republicans whe did not meet with Mr. 
Roosevelt’s favor. 

Mr. Parker had arranged a list, and took 
occasion to say: “‘ Never in the history of 
the force have Republicans been so large- 
ly selected. * * * In. brief, if party se- 
lections are made the test, Mr. Parker has 
been a Republican and Mr. Roosevelt a 
Democrat.’’ 

The communication of Mr. Parker was 
the cause of the adverse report on the 
bill Mr. Roosevelt favored before the Legis- 
lature, reducing the power of the Chief of 
Police. Mr. Roosevelt learned this on Fri- 
day, and obtained a copy of Mr. Parker’s 
communication. He brought it back to this 
city the same day. 

At the conclusion of the Police Board 

meeting Friday Messrs. Roosevelt, Grant, 
and Andrews had another meeting and 
talked together for four hours. Mr. Par- 
ker’s statement was examined closely and 
an answer prepared. This answer was sent 
to Mr. Lauterbach at once, and, Monday 
last, to certain members of the Senate 
Cities Committee. 
The three Commissioners take up case by 
case as presented by Mr. Parker, and brand 
Statements of his as “untrue” and “ false- 
hoods.’’ This is what they sent to Mr. Lau- 
terbach: 


NEw-York, April 10, 1896. 

My Dear Mr. Lauterbach: I am dictating this 
letter in the presence of my two colleagues, 
Messrs, Andrews and Grant, and at the end of 
this letter you will see their comments upon it. 

I have shown them the typewritten copy of Mr. 
Parker's statement to you. The statement is the 
one which he and I went ever with you yesterday 
in the corridor of the Capitol, I telling you that 
his statements were untrue and he reiterating 
their truth. This statement contains a list of the 
men made Acting Captains, or Captains and the 
like, with a notice by Mr. Parker as to who was 
responsible for the promotion of each man. ‘The 
Statement is written in the third person, but you 
informed me that the original, of which it is a 
copy, Was signed by Mr. Parker, and hé assumed 
the genuineness of the copy in his discussion of 
it with me before you yesterday. 

Nearly a fortnight ago, Mr. Quigg told me that 
such a statement as this, coming from Mr. Par- 
ker, had been laid before Mr. Platt. Up to that 
time I had never, so far as I ¢an recollect, ever 
discussed with any member of the Repubiican or- 
ganization the politics of any man recommended 
for promotion by either Mr. Parker or myself, 
but I then told Mr. Quigg that the statement was 
false; that it was, however, possible that we had 
promoted more Democrats than Republicans in 
the past, because we had promoted the men 
purely on their merits, without knowing anything 
of their politics, but that it happen that the 
promotions the majority of the board were now 
anxious to make were in the majority of cases 
Republicans, so far as the board knew, and I 
mentioned to him that I personally favored for 
Inspectors, McCullagh, Brooks, Vreedenburgh, 
Thompson, and Sheehan; that I told him that I 
could not say that Mr. Andrews or Mr. Grant 
would agree to all these appointments, although 
I knew that they thought well of all five men. I 
also mentioned to him the names of several can- 
didates for Captains whom we favored, namely, 
Groo, Grant, Steinkamp, and Norman Westervelt. 

The typewritten statement begins: ‘‘ Never in 
the history of the force have Republieans been 
so largely selected. The list below will show 
this; and these selections, as the list likewise 
shows, haye been almost invariably suggested by 
Mr. Parker, and he has been the one who has 
held up the Democrats. In the last conversa- 
tion he had with T. C. P. he said he be- 
lieved that the force would have to be reorgan- 
ized mainly, if not wholly, with Republicans, for 
reasons which he then stated, and with which T. 
Cc. P. concurred. He continued to hold to that opin- 
ion, and his actions will show that he has ap- 
plied it. In brief, if party selections are made 
the test, Mr. Parker has been a Republican and 
Mr. Roosevelt a Democrat.’’ 

Speaking for Commissioners Andrews, Grant, 
and myself, I! wish to say that it has never oc- 
curred to us to try to divide up the appointments 
and promotions among us, or to keep memoranda 
as to who was originally suggested by any given 
Commissioner, and we have made our promo- 
tions purely with regard to what we thought the 
needs of the service required and the merits of 
the: applicants demanded. But the statement of 
Mr. Parker that he is responsible for the bulk 
of the Republican appointments, and I respon- 
sible solely for the Democrats, is unqualifiedly 
false. I now go over the list of Acting Captains 
which he gave, one by one, and what I say rep- 
res@mts the recollection of Commissioners An- 
drews, Grant, and myself. 

Moynihan, Democrat. Grant and Andrews. 


Substantially correct. Was suggested by the 
two Commissioners, 

Brennan, Democrat. Chief (temporarily.) 
Commissioner Roosevelt very solicitous for his 
promotion to Cantain, Parker opposing till longer 
probation had been had. 

Was selected by the Chief, continued by the 
board, was rated by the board, Commissioners 
Andrews and Grant taking as much part in it as 
Commissioner Roosevelt, and all four concurred 
in this rating, which resulted in his getting on 
the eligible list. I was never more solicitous for 
his p»appointment thun were Commiassionérs An- 
drews and Grant, and merely stated that as long 
as we had him on the eligible list, when his turn 
came -he should be appointed. 


Thompson, Republican, Parker" 


‘Was one of the men of- whom Andrews thought 
favorably. before any of the other Commissioners 
were appointed. Thompson’s name came up inde- 
pendently in two ways: Was 4@ vacancy in 
a certain precinct, and the Chief suggested two 
or three men to Commissioner Grant as- possible 
candidates, one of them being Thompson. Com- 
missioner Grant then submitted. his memoranda 
of these men to Commissioner Parker for exami- 
nation, telling him that he deemed Thompson 
the best. Commissioner Parker said that he was, 
too. Meanwhile Thompson had happehed to come 
before Andrews, who was kooping a sharp look- 
out to see who would be qualified to serve as 
Acting Captains. Commissioner Andrews was 
much pleased with him, and independently sug- 
geotes his name. My attention was called to 

hompson by both Grant and Andrews, and, ex- 
amining him, I thought him a first-class man. 
The statement that Mr. Parker is in any way 
more responsible for his appointment than any of 
the other Commissioners is unqualifiedly false. 
He is less responsible than Commissioners Grant 
ang Andrews, and no more responsible than my- 
self. 


Young, Republican, Chief. Strongly espoused 
by Parker. 

Commissioner Grant, soon after comin 
made a careful tour of the precincts and pr 
a list of the various Sergeants whom he thought 
the best of those whom he had seen and whom he 
deemed qualified for Acting tains. He hand- 
ed this list to Parker. One of the names on it 
was Young. I personally had had my attention 
called to Young from an outside source, and was 
very favorably impressed with him. So was An- 
drews. No one of the three of us, until we saw 
Mr. Parker's list, dreamed for a moment that 
Parker would claim that he had originally sug- 
gested him or backed him up more strongly than 
any one of the other three. Messrs. Grant, An- 
drews, and myself gave him a merit mark of 
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60, independently of Parker, though Parker con- 
curred, 


O’Keefe, Democrat, Chief. Roosevelt strong- 
ly espoused him. 

At the time when Col. Grant prepared the list 
mentioned above, which was within two weeks 
of his appointment, he was particularly struck 
with O’Keefe, and told me that he was*a man 
on whom we must keep a careful watch; that he 
thought he was one of the best men that ‘we had. 
Andrews had been familiar with O’Keefe’s serv- 
ices ig} before the present board came in, and 
backed him as heartily as Col. Grant did. In 
consequence of the statements of these two to 
me, I looked him up and entirely concurred in 
their views, although I was not responsible for 
discovering the man’s merits. All three of us 
were a unit in giving him a high merit mark. 
We knew nothing whatever of his politics, al- 
though we supposed that he was a Democrat. 


Gerniain, Republican, Parker, 

I was informed that Germain was a Democrat, 
but remember very little about the circumstances 
of his being put up. 


Groo, Republican; made acting Captain before 
this board came in, . Strongly espoused by Parker 
for promotion to Captain and in disfavor with 
Roosevelt, who voted with Andrews to rate him 
so low that he could not be promoted. 

An absolute untruth. Grant put Groo on his 
original list, made up within two weeks of his 
taking office. At this time Andrews thought well 
of Groo, but no one of the three of us knew 
whether Parker thought well of him or not. I 
was prejudiced against him because of a charge 
which was afterward proved to be unfounded, 
and when Andrews and Grant convinced me that 
the charge was unfounded, I became a hearty 
convert.

Afterward Mr. Parker 
came into the meeting and went over the whole list, 
and as a result of his request, Groo was finally 
unahimously put_at 50, so that Parker succeeded 
in having him cropped two points. This dro 
just kept him off the eligible list. As he is 
veteran, | must have been promoted had he 
been mark. higher, as Grant, Andrews, and 
myself would have marked him if we had not 
been trying to make every concession to Parker,

Andrews had watched him before the board 
came in, and thought very highly of him, as it 
h pened that he had been in command of the 
Thiety second Precinct, near where Commissioner 
Andrews lives, and Andrews had seen him fre- 
uently and spoken of him very highly to all 
the members of the board.

Commissioner Grant first called my attentio 
to Walsh. I saw him then, looked him over, an 
thought well of him. The board unanimously 
agreed to give him’a mark of 45 on the merit 
list. He ed an exceptionally high examina- 
tion, being the only man whose merit mark was 
as low as 45 who got on the eligible list, Com- 
missioner Andrews had thought as highly of Walsh 
as seem. his attention having been called to 
him by well-known and responsible people. About 
his politics we knew absolutely nothing. 1 did 
not press him for Captain any more than Grant 
and Andrews, and al! that any, one of the three of 
us proposed was that he should he made Acting 
Captain, inasmuch as he had got on the eli- 
gible list, so that we could see how he behaved 
when actually in command. 


Chapman, Republican, Parker. 

Untrue. Before the present board was Gppoint- 
ed, during Andrews’s first month of service with 
the old one, his attention was called to Chap- 
man by ex-Police Commissioner Fitz John Porter, 
Andrews then looked him up, and he expressed 
to me a very high opinion of him. Grant, as 
soon as he came into the board, saw him, and 
he was the first man whom he selected as a 
possible Captain. Parker did not act in the mat- 
ter until after Grant and Andrews did. The 
board unanimously made him Acting Captain, 
The credit of his discovery, if it is to be as- 
cribed to any individual Commissioner, belongs 
to Andrews and Grant. Grant and myself gave 
him a merit mark of 64 for the examination. 
After Parker came in and went over the list, 
Chapman was, as a compromise, reduced to 60. 


Thomas, Republican. Parker. Roosevelt re- 
luctant to rate him high for promotion to Cap- 
tain, and oly persuaded by Parker. Has de- 
clared since he had been promoted that if he had 
known Vedder was behind him, he would not 
have voted it. 

An absolute falsehood. Commissioner Grant 
first suggested Thomas. I looked him over, and 
liked him. Parker then, to Grant, Andrews, and 
myself, urged as an objection that Platt and Ved- 
der wished the appointment. I stated then, as I 
afterward stated about Steinkamp, that I should 
no more be against Thomas for that reason than 
I was against Steinkamp \because ex-Secretary 
Whitney favored him. After much opposition, 
Parker finally changed and assumed to acquiesce. 
In making up the merit list, Grant, Andrews, 
and I rated Thomas at 69, and Parker rated him 
at 50, this being his rating as taken_down at the 
time by both Andrews and myself. Commissioner 
Grant fought this strengly, and insisted that 
Thomas should go on at 60. Andrews and I 
joined with him, and he was finally put at 60, in 
spite of Parker’s objections. When it came to 
appointing, Parker wanted to held him up, but 
we insisted that he should be appointed right in 
his place, and that no one below him should be 
appointed until Thomas was. 


Kear, Democrat. Chief. Roosevelt, Grant, 
and Andrews strongly for him for promotion to 
Captain, Parker against him, and has held him 
because he visited ‘/ Jimmie’’ O’Brien and told 
him he would be anything he wished if he made 
him Captain. 

We three were only for him until Mr. Parker 
made those statements. We then dropped him. 
Since then, an investigation of his precinct has 
convinced us that it is not well disciplined, and 
that he should not be made a Captain. 


Vredenburgh, Republican. Parker. 

Absolutely untrue. Vreedenburgh was on Com- 
missioner Grant’s list during our first weeks as 
commissioners. Byrnes selected Vreedenburgh to 
clean up the Jefferson Market Court Squad. He 
Gid this so well that all of us put him on our 
lists, and he was unanimously transferred.

When it came to promotions, Grant, Andrews, 
and I rated him at fifty, and Parker also rated 
him at fifty.

I was also present during the preparation of 
this letter, and assisted with memoranda and 
other means in refreshing my recollection as to 
all the facts therein stated, of which I had a 
personal knowledge, and I believe that the sfate- 
ments therein made are absolutely correct. With- 
out entering into any further discussion, although 
the subject permits of much greater explanation, 
I would like to add that at no time have I kept 
a greene 7 register of candidates for promotion 
and appointment, and as far as I know Commis- 
sioner Parker is the only Commissioner ‘who has 
ever kept or presented at any time detailed in- 
formation as to the political affiiliations of the 
various candidates, with a view of its use when 
their ‘‘ merit ’’ was to be considered.

“ The statement was not made public by 
us,”’ said President Roosevelt last evening, 
«tT am assured it came from Albany. e 
sent copies to Mr. Lauterbach, Senators 
Stranahan and Ellsworth, Speaker Fish, 
and Assemblyman O’Grady, and it was not 
intended ‘to be made public. 

‘‘ As to the statement, it speaks for itself. 
The charge: made by Mr. Parker, that I 
was opposing Repubdticans and appointing 
Pemockate, is utterly absurd. I never ques- 

oned the politics of the men we were 
going to promote. It made no earthly dif- 
ference to me what the politics of the men 
were. In one or two cases I happened to 
know a man’s politics. If a man was a 
good officer, I was with him, no matter 
what hi§ politics were. Capt. Sheehan, I 
know, is a Democrat, but he is a bully 
officer. 

“It may have so happened that more 
Republicans were promoted than Demo- 
crats, but that is because under the pre- 
vious administration Republicans were 
kept down. Why, I didn’t even know the 
politics of Officer Tierney, whom I had in 
my office here, and who was a Corporal in 
my regiment. “To my surprise he told me 
one day he was a Republican. 

“I receive letters constantly charging 
me with appointing Catholics on the force. 
Miss Kelly, my stenographer, is a Catholic, 
and so is Officer Rathgeher, here. That 
does not make a particle of difference to 
me, however. It just happens so. I don’t 
care what a man’s politics or religion is.”

WHAT MR. PARKER SAYS. 


His Version of the Row in the Police 
Board, 


Commissioner Parker last evening gave 
out the following statement in reply to the 
charges of Commissioners Roosevelt, An- 
drews, and Grant: 


For many weeks back, while all sorts of ru- 
mors and statements concerning my methods 
and purposes have been industriously circulated, 

have for more than one reason remained— 
perhaps to my temporary disadvantage—almost 
absoluteyw silent to the press touching the rea- 
sons for my official action, and the differences 
which may have arisen among the members of 
the board. 

But as the tendency if not the inevitable 
consequence and the purpose of Commissioner 
Roosevelt's letter to the Chairman of the County 
Committee of the Republican organization, 
published in this evening’s Mail and Express, is 
to create the impression that in a purely official 
matter I bégan an appéal to political feeling 
while my colleagues remained virtuously indif- 
ferent to any such consideration, and, as the 
said letter extracts from my statements have 
been garbled with the apparent intent to confirm 
that impression, I* believe seme statement from 
me is called for. 

Four proposed promotions out of many (as it 
happens, two Republicans and two Democrats,) 
were “ held up’ according to law by the Chief of 
Police and myself for what we both considered 
sufficient reason. That is the extent of the 
‘“‘hold up’’ which has been so dwelt upon by 
Mr. Roosevelt. As to ohe Of them, Tf ‘signified 
after investigatiion to every one of my col- 
leagues some six or seven weeks ago that I no 
longer objected to his promotion, but, though I 
said this on several occasions, the Commissioners 
did not move his promotion, the intention of Mr. 
Andrews evidently being to create the impression 
that I was responsible for a general dead-lock 
in promotions, until at length, when I made a 
public statement, Mr. Andrews was forced to 
admit that he had declined to act because he 
6id not propose to wait until Parker got ready, 
and then promote, a line of action which would 
forbid delaying a promotion for the investigation 
of any charge, however grave, by a single Com- 
missioner. 

The reasons for any one of these delays I do 
not make public, as they might tend to discredit 
the officers. The reason for my refusing to vote 
for Kear has been made public by Mr. Roosevelt, 
and not by me, and I regret it. The reasons were, 
in the opinions of both the Chief and myself, suf- 
ficient. 

But when Mr. Roosevelt found that the fear of 
his displeasure could neither induce nor compel 
the Chief of Police or myself tO abandon our 
conscientious ae touching men, one of whom 
at least he h personally promised, unknown to 
either of us, to promote, he, with very little 
knowledge of all the New-York police evils which 
had led to the enactment, with universal appro- 
bation, of these provisions of the bi-partisan law 
of last year, directed Commissioner Andrews to 
draw the emasculating bill which Is now pending 
in the Legislature. 

That bill was forwarded to the Legislature with 
an explanatory letter which I saw first in the 
hands of newspaper men, Had Mr. Roosevelt 
submitted either bill or letter to me as Police 
Commissioner before sending it to Albany he 
might have learned the arguments against the 
bill in New-York instead of at the hearing in 
the Capitol; but of course he had a right to 
choose the course he took. 

What I did and do object to, however, and 
what was the sole reason of my making any 
statement, was that, as I learned entirely by 
accident, both Commissioners Grant and ‘Roose- 
velt had started in to ‘‘ work the political end 
for all it was worth ’’; that Commissioner Grant 
had made representations in Republican quarters 
that more emocrats had mn suggested for 
“ actings’ positions than Republicans; that 
was the cause of that discrimination; that I 
was a violent Democrat and would best the Re- 
*publicans whenever I could, and that it was de- 
sirable to pass the bill in order to break my 
political dead-lock and secure their rights to Re- 
publicans. 

I also was informed by men whom I believed, 
that Commissioner Roosevelt had made repre- 
sentations of a similar character to organization 
men, and that those representations were coupled 
with others against one of a very specific political 
nature, and with comprehensive and well defined 
romises of the great benefits to accrue to the 

epublican organization if the bill were to pass 
and I to be put down. I was not, at the time, 
informed as to whether Commissioner Roosevelt 
had made these statements personally or by 
his representative. Remembering his public un- 
intermitted and almost exultant hostility to the 


/ Republican organization and its leaders, I could 


hardly believe he had done so personally, and 
I soon learned that they were made by his 
representative, a man whose sole interest in 
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th situation is to advance the personal fortune 
of one policeman, an aspirant for promotion. 

Determined not to suffer the impression that 
I was using my office for any political. or party 
advantage, and to see through that misappre- 
hension all the advance in police administration 
neutralized by the passage of a pernicious Dill, 
I at once went to Col. Grant’s office and put 
the question plainly to him-as to what had been 
attributed to him. He admitted that he had satd 
that more Democrats had been advanced than 
Republicans, but denied having attributed that 
to me. I asked him how he could make any 
such statement, and together we made a list 
which showed just the contrary. I thereupon put 
it to his honor to immediately correct that 
impression weherever he had created it, and he 
promised to do so, and after two or three days 
he reported to me that he had. He also told 
me, afterward, that he had since told Com- 
missioner Roosevelt that I felt aperteved at the 
impfession that had been created, and that hé, 
Col. Grant, told him he thought I was justified 
in so feeling; that he showed Commissioner 
Roosevelt the list aforesaid, that Commissioner 
Roosevelt, upon reading it, grew very much ex- 
cited, and begged him not to show it to me. 

It was then simply as a measure of defense 
and reply, to correct the false impression given 
by my colleagues, that I made the statements 
alluded to in Mr. Roosevelt’s letter. I have made 
no promises; every individual organization and 
party will have without promises from me pre- 
cisely what my duty commands, equity and fair- 
ness, 

The first statement, half charge and half bid, 
was made by others; my statement was simply a 
refutation of their charge. It doesn’t appear so 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s letter. Do you know why 
not? Because he has omitted the very start of 
that statement. He says in his letter that ‘‘ my 
typewriter begins: ‘ Never in the history of the 
force have Republicans been so largely selected.’ ”’ 
The list below wiil show this; and the selections, 
as the list likewise shows, have béen almost in- 
variably suggested by Mr. Parker. This was not 
the beginning of the statement. In front of the 
words he quotes came these: ‘‘ The insinuation, if 
not the actual statement, is that Republicans 
have been passed by and Democrats pushed for- 
ward, and this through the agency of Parker. 
The truth is so different that it should provoke 
& smile.’’ 

Mar the difference. In the very fore front of 
my statement its reason was set, showing that it 
had beén called forth by a precedent political ex 
parte plea. In Mr. Roosevelt's letter that reason 
ts entirely suppressed, and the reader is left to in- 
fer that [I ‘‘ opened the ball.’”” Again, he sayS in 
his letter, which is dated April 10, that he does 
not know what I mean when I speak in my con- 
cluding paragraph about ‘‘ having the clerical 
foree turned over to any one.’’ That is very 
strange, considering the fact that I explained it 
to him at his request coming down In the train 
from the hearing at Albany the night before. 

Te the statements I made I adhere. ! regret 
that Commissioner Roosevelt should have seen 
fit to publish either his statement of mine, but as 
sportsmen say ‘‘ the wougded bird flutters,”’ some 
shaft must have struck deep. His chagrin, long 
suppressed, has overmastered him. My original 
offense was to have an opinion and to have main- 
tained it. When rough-shod methods did not 
cow the Chief of Police or myself indirection was 


resorted to, and when good fortune informed me- 


of the burrowing that was going on and my plain 
statement showed the iIncorrectness of charges 
and the hollowness of cértain promises, the des- 
perate expedient of this publication was adopted. 

I have made no sélection, whether for desig- 
nation to *‘acting’’ positions or for promotion, 
save for fitness, and that I have chosen Repub- 
licans rather than Democrats certainly does not 
iook like seeking party advantage, but it is be- 
cause the condition of the force at present has 
made Republicans the most available material 
at hand. It was Mr. Roosevelt and not I who 
initiated the appeal to party, who bowed (by 
proxy) at the organization shrine, which he had 
always publicly affected to abhor. 





WRECKAGE FOUND OFF BARNEGAT. 


A Steamer Plying to West Indies Be- 
lieved to Have Been Lost. 


Boston, April 15.—From the description of 
wreckage passed off Barnegat Light by the 
schooner William K. Park, Capt. Lake, 
which has arrived at Portsmouth, N. H., it 
is feared that some steamer plying to the 
West Indies, either from New-York or Hali- 
S., has foundered. 

Mate Jameson of the William K. Park 
stated to-day that on the afternoon of April 
10, when the vessel was ten miles northeast 
from Barnegat, wreckage, including fifteen 
or twenty cases of goods, and a large num- 
ber of broken boxes was _ passed. The 
cases floated lightly in the water, and it 
was at first supposed they were empty, but 
one of them drifted close enough to the 
schooner to enable the crew to reach it by 
means of a long pole, and it was guided 
alongside and lifted aboard. The case is 
about fovr feet square and the marks, 
which are very distinct, are as follq@ws: 

The letter “‘D,’’ with the figures 41 un- 
derneath, inclosed in a diamond. Under- 
neath the diamond the figures 120, and 
underneath these figures appeared ‘“ Fal- 
mouth, Ja.’”’ These constitute the private 
marks of the consignee of the goods at 
Falmouth, and will doubtless lead to the 
identification of the vessel in which the 


goods were shipped. On being opened, the 
case was found to contain infant’s cloth 
caps and ladies’ straw hats. 

Mate Jameson states that this sort of 
eargo would not be carried on a vessel's 
deck, so that the theory that the cases 
might have been swept over from the deck 
of some steamer is not plausible. The only 
conclusion that can be arrived at is that 
some steamer has gone down. No steam- 
ers have been reported missing, but as, fre- 
quently, théir arrival at West Indian ports 
is reported by mail only, it might be 
weeks before a ship would be reported as 
overdue.

KILLED HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF. 





Frederick A. Merrick’s Tragedy 


Caused by Jealousy. 


Frederick A. Merrick shot and killed his 
wife, Ida, and then committed suicide in 
their apartments in the Bellair flathouse, 
at 79 South Fifth Street, Brooklyn, at 5:30 
o'clock yesterday morning. The murder 
and suicide, it is said, were due to extreme 
jealousy on the part of the husband. Mer- 
rick was so jealouS of his wife that he ob- 
jected to her going to visit her friends, and 
for several weeks he had a private detect- 
ive following her. 

The Merrick family consisted of husband, 
wife, and a five-and-a-half-year-old boy, 
Freddie. Miss Mary Hanlon of Reading, 
Penn., was visiting the Merricks. Mr. and 
Mrs. Merrick occupied a room off the front 
parlor, and Miss Hanlon and the child 
occupied a room at the rear of the flat. 

Miss Hanlon says she was awakened at 
5:30 o’clock yesterday morning by a pistol 
shot. She sat up in the-bed. Another shot 
wag fired, and on looking through the flat 
She saw Merrick walking into the front 
parlor. A third shot was fired. Miss Han- 
lan ran into the front room, and saw Mr. 
Merrick lying upon the floor with a re- 
volver in his hand. She screamed and 
alarmed the other tenants of the house. 
A policeman who was passing was also 
called. 

Mrs. Merrick, it was found, had been 
shot twice—once in the forehead, and once 
in the chest. She had been shot while 
she was in bed, and while attempting to 
get out of the bed she fell to the floor, 
dead. Merrick shot himself in the right 
temple. He stood before a smalP mirror 
while shooting himself. 

The detective that had been following 
Mrs. Merrick reported to her husband Tues- 
day that she had visited her sister at 
1,017 Putnam Avenue, had left there with 
@ strange man, and had entered a house 
on Broadway. 

Merrick and his wife were married about 
six years ago. They lived apart for two 
years, and became reconciled only last 
Fall. They oe igre | lived on Sevénth Av- 
enue, this city, and moved to the house 
where the tragedy took place two weeks 


ago. 

Merrick, who was twenty-nine years old, 
was a salesman for the Gorham Manufact- 
uring Company, at Broadway and Nine- 
teenth Street, this city. His father is a 
wealthy jeweler in St, Louis.

Busy Times Among Horsemen at the 
Local Race Courses, 


With the change of weather this week trainers 
of thoroughbreds have begun to take courage 
and give their charges some hard work to sweat 
them out preparatory to the genuine work for the 
big races, which begin at the Westchester Rac- 
ing Association’s track on May 16. The weather 
has put the trainers back considerably, and 
what should take at least six weeks to do well is 
to be crowded hurriedly into four, or five at 
most. Sv from early morning until well along 
in the afternoon several tracks about here are 
pretty well crowded with racers at sweating 
work. This will be the case until about the 
time for opening the Aqueduct track, on May 4, 
by which time hard work with the high-class 
horses will be begun to key them up for their 
stake engagements. 

Ben Brush, the crack of M. F. Dwyer’s string, 
who has been having a special’ preparation for 
the Kentucky Derby, is further advanced in his 
conditioning than any horse in this vicinity, and 
yesterday morning worked a mile and an eighth 
in 2:04 very easily and cleverly. Mr., Dwyer 
will ship him to Kentucky with Harry Reed and 
his other horses next Saturday. Ben Brush is 
generally referred to as a little horse, ang it 
will probably surprise even well-informed horse- 
men to learn that the horse weighed 1,040 
pounds a couple of days ago, and is 76 inches 
girth measure, which is even mgre than Lamp- 
lighter, usually referred to as a big horse, 
measured at the same age. That will put an end 
to the talk about the Dwyer mainstay being a 
*‘ little ’’ Lorse. 

Aside from that move of -Ben Brush, nothing 
of consequence was{done at the Coney Island

The work of Counter Tenor is very 
easing to the Colonel, however, as he worked 
t mile and an eighth on Tuesday in 2:06 and 
seems to be coming on finely under Lakeland’s 
handling. 

John E. Madden has sent on from Kentucky a 
String of about a dozen horses, which are now 
quartered at Morris Park. ‘‘ Johnny ”’ will prac- 
tieally desert the trotters this year for the thor- 
oughbreds unless he manages to sell out his 
stable, which he is liable to do if he finds a good 
customer. ° 

To-day the exodus of racing men and racing 
speculators will begin, Washington being their 
objective point, as the races begin there on Sat- 
urday. The outlook is for some rarely good sport 
there. The stables of August Belmont, J. J.

THE DERBY 


LONDON, April 15.—Interest in the races at 
the Newmarket Craven meeting here to-day 
centred in the race for the Column Produce 
Stakes, for three-year-olds, over the Rowley 
mile--one mile and eleven yards—as Leopold de 
Rothschild’s splendid colt St. Frusquin, the son 
of St. Simon and Isabel, and already a favorite 
at 3 to 1 for the Derby, was a starter.

This 
was won by Prince Soltykoft’s Satiety filly Sati, 
4 years, with M. Aumont’s Dormeuse, 5 years, 
ou, and Lord Derby’s Dingle Boy, 4 years, 
third. 

Pierre Lorillard’s filly Pigeon Wing, by Sensa- 
tion-Breeze, ran unplaced in the Maiden Two- 
Year-Old Piate, which was won by Leopold de 
Rothschild’s Brag colt, Brigg, with BE. C. Clay- 
ton’s Galopin-Dissipation filly Fast, second, and 
T. H. Gordito’s Lowland Chief gelding Gordito 
third. There were thirteen starters in the race. 

Mr. Lorillard’s gelding Lamerock, by Sensa-

WATSON BACK FROM ENGLAND. 


He Brings the Secret of the English 
Stroke for Harvard Oarsmen. 


Robert C. Watson, coach of the Harvard crew, 
returned from his trip to England, whither he 
went to study the English stroke and see the 
Oxford-Cambridge boat race, on the Teutonic 
yesterday. He went at once to the Grand Cen- 
tral Station, ana& took a train for Fitchburg, 
Mass., with Adams Crocker, an old Harvard 
athlete, who was a passenger on the same 
steamer. 

It was impossible to get from Mr. Watson any 
statement as to his intentions about the future 
with the Harvard oarsmen, or as to whether he 
will approve of Mumford’s plan to Faulknerize 


the stroke of the crimson oarsmen. Fresh from 
the scene of the big race, however, it is fair 
to presume that he will try to teach the oars- 
men some of the tricks of the English collegians 
as to stroke, and that pretty blade work is 
not all that is necessary to good and successful 
oarsmanship. 

In this connection it may be as well to reveal 
what the Cornell boys are trying to keep a 
secret; that is, that the Courtney stroke, to 
which they have pinned their faith for so long, 
has been abandoned. The crew, under the lead- 
ership of Capt. Freeman, are now pulling a 
much longer and slower stroke than they ever 
rowed before. It is the English stroke as they 
saw it at Henley, with a few Courtney improve- 
ments, of course, but still very nearly the stroke 
that Yale has used successfully for so many 
years. This will be the stroke used when the 
crew get down to hard work for the inter- 
collegiate regatta of June next. 

The general understanding is that unless Mr, 
Watson is thrown overboard entirely by the 
Harvard athletic management, he will try to 
teach the Harvard men the Cambridge stroke as 
it was taught him while abroad.

AGAINST FOREIGN-BUILT YACHTS. 


A Bill Introduced in Congress That 
Will Protect American Designers. 


Representative Sereno E. Payne of this State 
has introduced a bill in Congress that will put 
a stop to yachtsmen buying foreign-bullt yachts 
and bringing’ them to this country and flying 
the American flag. It is to amend an existing 
law regulating the privileges extended to foreign 
yachts. Yachts belonging to any regularly organ- 
ized yacht club of any foreign nation which shall 
extend like privileges to those of the United 
States may use United States ports without en- 
tering or cleardhg at the Custom House or paying 
tonnage tax. The last sentence of the new 
measure says: ‘‘ The privileges conferred are not 
to extend to yachts built outside of the country 
and owned, chartered, or used by citizens of the 
United States.’’ 

Four big steam yachts are now being built in 
England, They are for Ogden Goelet, Eugene 
Higgins, A. J. Drexel, and Robert Goelet. An- 
other one that was completed early this year was 
the Arcturus, for Rutherford Stuyvesant. These 
five yachts will cost considerably more than 
$1,000,000, and the designers and builders here 
claim that that sum should have been spent 
here, and that the work could have been done 
here just as well as in the British yards, and for 
about the same price. 

During the last few years several large yachts 
have been imported from England. Among these 
are W. K. Vanderbilt’s Valiant, F. W. Vander- 
bilt’s Conqueror, E. D. Morgan’s May, Amzi L. 
Barber’s Sapphire, formerly Cleopatra; the 
Margarita, formerly Cleopatra, brought over by

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REACHING FOR THE BRIDGE, 


It is less than twenty days since the 
proposition: was put forth in behalf of 
the elevated railroads of Brooklyn for a 
lease of the raiiroad tracks of the present 
New-York and Brooklyn Bridgé to one 
of the corporations operating such ele- 
vated railroads. When on Tuesday the 
Senate Committee at Albapy gave a hear- 
ing on a bill providing for such a lease, 
refused postponement for a further hear- 
ing, and agreed to report the bill favora- 
bly at once, the measure had been in- 
troduced less than a week, and few peo- 
ple knew more about it than the bare 
fact that it had been introduced. Only 
one side was really heard by the commit- 
tee, and that was represented solely by 
officers and counsel of the corporation 
seeking to obtain the lease. For some 
reason a most unseemly haste is exhib- 
ited in dealing with a matter of so much 
importance to the two great cities con- 
nected by the bridge. 

Nobody questions the desirability of 
connecting the elevated railroad systems 
of the two cities across the river, if it 
can be done with a proper regard for 
other considerations, but it is clearly a 
matter that should be considered wit 
the utmost deliberation and care. It 
should not be done offhand by passing 
a bill prepared for the corporation seek- 
ing to monopolize the bridge railroad and 
embodying the conditions 
which it proposes for its own benefit. 

A question which should be studied 
with peculiar care and on the testimony 
of those best qualified to judge is whether 
the bridge is adapted to bear the strain 
to which it would be subjected as a link 
between the elevated railroad systems. It 
is the opinion of Chief Engineer MARTIN 
that it is not, but this is a question which 
a Senate Committee cannot properly de- 
cide on offhand statements of interested 
persons on either side. It should be 
considered in the light of the best expert 
judgment after a thorough examination. 

A question of no less moment is wheth- 
er the proposed lease is in the interest 
of the public as well as the corporations 
which operate the elevated roads. Would 
it interfere with regular train service 
which accommodates those who desire 
merely to cross the bridge? The lessee 
company would undertake to keep that 
up, but Mr. MARTIN thinks it could not 
be done with the continuous promptness 
and regularity which he claims for the 
present service and which it is important 
to have kept up. -This service would be 
less important to the leasing corporation 
and to the other companies which would 
contract with it for the use of the bridge 
than the travel in which the elevated 
roads were directly concerned, and there 
is danger that it would be subordinated 
to the through business in a way to sacri- 
fice the comfort and convenience of those 
who desired merely to cross the bridge. 

But suppose it to he practicable to 
run the elevated trains over the bridge 
and to keep up a satisfactory back and 
forth service at the same time, what 
compensation would the cities which own 
and maintain the bridge derive from the 
lease of the railroad? The bill provides 
that the Trustees shall make a consider- 
able extension of the approach on the 
Brookiyn side to afford a connection with 
the elevated roads at a convenient grade, 
and also make changes in the terminals 
on both sides to adapt them to the pro- 
posed connections and to the continuous 
operation of trains from one elevated 
system to the other. 

Then, in return for the use of the 
bridge railroad, the lessee would pay to 
the Trustees for the two cities~5 per 
cent. on the “cost of construction” of 
the required extensions and changes of 
terminals, and a further annual rental 
equal to the average net earnings from 
the present railroad for three years prior 
to Dec. 1, 1895. This for a term of fifty 
years seems like a pretty cool proposi- 
tion. The traffic of the bridge during a 
large part of the last three years has 
been much hindered and impaired by the 
work upon “improvements,” which are 
expected to increase that traffic greatly 
when they have been finished. To enter 
into a lease basing upon the net earnings 
of those three years the rental to be re- 
ceived for an almost indefinite term after 
the costly improvements have produced 
a greatly increased traffic would be a 
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‘The arguments in favor of the bill be- 
fore the Senate Committee were made 
by President Unuman of the Brooklyn 
Elevated Railroad Company, Hvuao 
Hirsu, its counsel, and EpwarRD LAUTER- 
BACH, who seems to be retained as special 
counsel whenever any great corporate 
scheme is to be got through the Legislat- 
ure or passed upon by the Board of Al- 
dermen. There is a strong suspicion that 
to increase his value as counsel for such 
schemes is what Mr. LAUTERBACH is in 
politics for. He is reputed to be of great 
service, pecuniarily and otherwise, to the 
political machine that employs him 
through his connection with the corpora- 
tions that employ him, and of much 
greater service to the corporations on ac- 
count of his connection with the machine. 
This accounts for his simultaneous activ- 
ity in party committees and before legis- 
lative committees, in the lobby of the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel and the lobbies of 
the Capitol at Albany. 

The readiness and haste with which 
the Senate Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation decided to report this bill is 
suggestive of some other motive than 
care for the interests of the Cities of 
New-York and Brooklyn, and it is not 
strange that stories are already circulat- 
ing that corrupt influences are behind 
this bill, and that the gleam of “ boodle”’ 
dances before the eyes of legislators in 
the recesses of the lobby, when they 
seek for light upon their future course. 
This bridge scheme appears at Albany 
in a “ questionable shape,’ not suggest- 
ive of “airs from Heaven,” and *the 
Legislature will do well to proceed warily 


in dealing with it. 
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THE SPANISH ELECTIONS. 


It is probably a sufficient comment on 
the assumption that the Spanish elections 
represent the will of the Spanish people 
to point out that not a single Socialist 
appears in ‘the list of members elected. 
Bear in mind that the suffrage in Spain 
is practically universal, or ‘ manhood 
suffrage,” and the irrelevancy of this re- 
turn is apparent. That only three avowed 
Republicans have been returned is not 
nearly so strong a proof of the unrepre- 
sentative character of the national Leg- 
islature. Doubless such a return is very 
far below the numerical proportion of 
Republicans in Spain, who ten years ago 
seemed to hold the balance of political 
power. But the. defection of CASTELAR 
and the general acquiescence of the edu- 
cated and substantial people in the pres- 
ent Government suffice to account for a 
conviction that Repuplicanism in Spain 
is not at present within the sphere of 
practical politics. The growth of Social- 
ism has driven the well-to-do people to 
oppose it at all costs, even that of sacri- 
ficing an abstract preference for Repub- 
licanism. The shrinkage of the Repub- 
lican vote, therefore, is explicable with- 
out resort to the supposition that it has 
been suppressed. 

But this is by no means the case with 
the Socialist vote, which does not appear 
as having amounted to @ majority in a 
single constituency in all Spain and which 
is not represented at all, except by the 
“ Liberals,” who number but 87 to 3158 
Conservatives, and who, of course, were 
supported in great part by men who are 
as far from being Socialists as the Con- 
servatives themselves. It is very curious 
that whereas in France the Socialists 
have taken charge of the Government 
and are recognized as the main support 
of M. BovurGeots, they should not in the 
neighboring kingdom appear at all as a 
party. Yet everybody knows that to 
hundreds of thousands of Spanish voters 
‘** Liberal” is almost as revolting a term 
as ‘“ Conservative.” Probably the senti- 
ment of Anarchism is more widely dif- 
fused in the peninsula than in any other 
country of the Continent, and the organ- 
ized Anarchists are numerous and deter- 
mined. This means simply that the con- 
ditions of labor seem harder and more 
hopeless in Spain than in any other Eu- 
ropean country. 

The Spanish Senate is. already by its 
composition committed to the support of 
the Crown. Half its members are either 
appointed by the Crown or sit by hered- 
itary right, and to command a majority 
it is necesSary for the Gevernment to se- 
cure only a single vote from the other 
half. Seeing that the other half is chosen 
either by the “ corporations of State” or 
by a limited suffrage based on property, 
it is to be expected that a majority of it 
will always oppose any really radical in- 
novations. With such a Senate and with 
the lower house Conservative by about 
three to one, it is plain that nothing in 
the way of political or social reform can 
be expected from the new Cortes. 

In respect to the one subject of Spanish 
politics which mainly interests us, it 
must be said that the composition of the 
Cortes is a matter of no moment. There 
is no reason to believe that there is any 
party or faction in Spain large enough to 
be worth counting that desires to extend 
any real reforms to Cuba, much less that 
is willing to consider a grant of Cuban 
independence. ‘Che same national infat- 
uation whieh has lost Spain every one 
but this of her possessions in America 
continues to cperate, and the nation is a 
unit behind the plan of putting down 
Cuban discontent by force.

FIDDLE FANCYING, 

It is, of course, without any intention 
to prejudge the case of a violin dealer 
arrested for stealing a Stradivarius that 
we call attention to a peculiarity in the 
case. Thus far it depends entirely, not 
merely upon the testimony of experts, 
but upon the testimony of experts of two 
kinds, namely; connoisseurs of violins and 
experts in handwriting. A violin dealer 
has sworn with positiveness that the in- 
strument produced in court is composed 
in part of the same instrument which he 
examined some years ago and which was 
afterward stolen.. An expert in handwrit- 
ing has sworn that an advertisement at- |

another which it is in evidencé was writ- 
Of neither of these pieces of testimony 
can a layman be a judge, even though he 
be a Magistrate, though of the two it is 
probable that it is easier to become an 
expert in handwriting than a connoisseur 
in violins. According to the expert wit- 
ness, the violin which he saw has under- 
gone a transformation and seems to have 
been changed into two Stradivariuses. 
The “scroll, back, and sides” of the in- 
strument he knows were produced ip 
court. The inference is that the belly has 
gone to authenticate as a Stradivarius 
some other instrument of which the 
whereabouts is unknown. CHARLES 
READE tells a curious story of how the 
great connoisseur, TARtIstI, reunited the 
belly of a, Stradivarius violoncello to its 
other parts after many struggles. Who- 
ever receives the award of so much of 
the Stradivarius as is before Recorder 


-Gorr has ‘his life work cut out for him 


in regaining the missing belly and reas- 
sembling the instrument. 

That a Stradivarius can be certainly 
recognized otherwise than by the label 
is a proposition which inexperts find it 
even more difficult to accept than that a 
disguised handwriting can be identified 
beyond the possibility of mistake. But 
really there is no reason to doubt it. The 
writer of the sketch of STRADIVARIUS in 
GROVer’s Dictionary of Music declares 
that ‘no man who has lived during this 
century and a half has been able to make 
a fiddle which could possibly be mistaken 
by a practiced eye for the work of STRAD- 
IVARIUS.”” That Prof. Bott had such a 
fiddle and that his widow has a valid 
claim for it upon somebody is really be- 
yond dispute. The case is the more in- 
teresting because, in addition to turning 
upon two entirely different departments 
of connoisseurship, it deals with the high- 
est and most heroic of all forms of bric- 
i-brac hunting. 
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SANITATION IN OHIO, 

In The Cleveland (Ohio) Leader of the 
12th inst. there were published a. forcible 
protest, filling three columns, against the 
discharge of the city’s sewage ‘into the 
adjoining lake which the public 
Water supply is drawn and also an arti- 
cle concerning “the efforts which are 
being made” throughout the civilized 
world “to prevent or cure tuberculosis 
in the form commonly known as con- 
sumption of the lungs.’’ For some time 
past the good people of Cleveland have 
been complaining about the pollution of 
their water supply, as indicated by a 
high typhoid death rate. -The investiga- 
tions which have been made, the reports 
which have been published, and the dis- 
cussion which has been going on during 
the last year show an intelligent appre- 
ciation on the part of leading citizens of 


from 


the teachings of modern sanitary sci- 
The protest published on the 12th, 
having ‘been suggested by certain pend- 
ing propositions for the diversion of the 
outflow of sewage to a point some miles 
from the water intake, urges that, even 
if these plans should be carried into ef- 
fect, the water supply would still be pol- 
luted and that the city’s sewage either 
should be entirely withheld from the lake 
or should be purified before it is dis- 
charged into it. 

The two articles published on the 12th, 
however, suggest a consideration of the 
fact that sanitary work of much impor- 
tance has been avoided not only in Cleve- 
land, but also by the State of Ohio. The 
continuing public discussion of questions 
relating to the dangerous contamination 
of water supplies in Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, and other cities of the State shows 
that the people know how infection may 
be prevented and desire to take advan- 
tage of modern sanitary precautions. The 
Leader’s remarks concerning “ efforts to 
prevent or cure tuberculosis, the disease 
which kills more people than fall victims 
to any other human ailment,” deal briefly 
but comprehensively with various cura- 
tive methods. But no reference is made 
in them to methods of prevention, not 
even to the expedieney of purifying the 
milk supply. Those who are so well in- 
formed as to the danger of infection by 
means of polluted water supplies and who 
commend intelligently the efforts now be- 
ing made to cut down the consumption 
death rate should be alive te the danger 
of tuberculous infection derived from 
the milk of consumptive dairy herds. 

The great State of Ohio has yet to take 
action, either as a Commonwealth or in 
its chief cities, for the prevention of such 
infection. We are not aware that up to 
this time—although the New-England 
and the Middle States have for several 
years been engaged in the work and Illi- 
nois has recently undertaken it, and con- 
siderakle progress has been made in Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, and California— 
the State of Ohio or its large cities have 
sought to protect consumers either by at- 
tempting to eradicate the disease in the 
herds or by excluding the milk of con- 
sumptive cows from municipal supplies. 
Ohio and its cities lag behind with re- 
spect to this very important sanitary 
movement, although there is evidence 
that the people of the State are not be- 
hind the times in their attitude toward 
other projects of public sanitation. 
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FOREIGN PROTECTED MILLERS. 

A somewhat novel view of tariff dis- 
crimination on the part of foreign coun- 
tries was expressed at a recent hear- 
ing before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in Washington. An assocéation 
of manufacturers of wheat flour de- 
manded “ retaliatory legislation” against 
Germany, France, Italy, Spain, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Portugal, and Sweden be- 
cause those countries impose on imported 
flour duties which are higher than those 
which they impose on imported wheat. 
Herein, it was urged, is a wicked “ dis- 
crimination” against flour, and the of- 
fending countries should be punished by 
retaliatory statutes. In this way, it was 
held, they could be compelled to buy 
American fiour instead of American 
‘wheat, and the 


ence. 
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change. 


But why do the countries mentioned 
impose higher duties on flour than those 
which are paid.on wheat? Is it not for 
the protection of their own millers? They 
buy American wheat, but they prefer 
that it shall be ground in their own mills, 
both for the reason that it is their policy 
to sustain and protect their domestic 
milling industry and because their peo- 
ple prefer the methods and the products 
of domestic mills. . Ought our protec- 
tionist millers to complain because the 
foreign millers are thus protected? 

If they persist in complaining and in 
demanding “ retaliation,’’ can they rea- 
sonably expect to gain anything by the 
legislation they suggest? We think that 
retaliatory legislation would do more 
harm than good, and that our own wheat 
growers and flour millers would be hurt 


by it. 


More and more often as the weeks go by 
are the Cuban rebels gratifying the Span- 
ish desire, about which we heard so much 
in the past, for battles conducted on the 
principles of regular warfare. In each in- 
stance the result is:a Spanish defeat, and 
there seems to be every probability that 
soon WrEYLPR and his lieutenants will be 
sincerely regretting the days when the 
guerrilla system of fighting adopted by 
the patriots was an ever-ready excuse for 
failure to put down the rebellion. There 
are no “ bandit”? characteristics about the 
work just done by Macro at Lechuza. He 
won by exactly the sort of strategy which 
Napoleon found so effective against the 
Austrians, attacking one by one and in 
quick succession the different corps that 
were trying to surround him. Thus in 
each case he was able to bring his entire 
force against a division of the royal army 
and to rout them all before any one of 
them could lend aid to any of the others. 
“T was overwhelmed by vastly superior 
numbers,’ whines each of the beaten com- 
manders. This, of course, is nothing ex- 
cept a confession that Mackro’s knowledge 
of tactics is greater than their own. The 
shrewd rebel chief has taken a leaf from 
a good book. Within a fortnight he has 
won three battles—one at Guanes, one at 
San Blas. and now one at Lechuza, It 
is the First Italian Campaign on a small 
scale, 





M. BOUNICEAU-GESMON has written a big 
book, stuffed with erudition, to prove that 
the servants of the good old times were 
not better than those of the present. If 
there be consolation in his success, enjoy 
it. The world does not change much; there 
is a law of gravitation in psychology, as in 
physics.

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STEVENS BAPTISTERY BLESSED. 


Day of High Ceremonies at Trinity 
Chureh, Hoboken. 


Hoxspoxen, N. J., April 15.—A magnificent 
marble baptistery, one of the most artistic 
of its kind in Ameriea, was solemnly dedi- 
cated in Trinity Church to-day, in memory 
of the late John Stevens of Castle Point. 
Mr. Stevens was for years one of the ves- 
trymen of the church, and one of its most 
liberal supporters.

D., Bishop of New-York; the Right 
Rev. Dr. Talbot, Bishop of Wyoming, and 
the Right Rev. Dr. Léighton Coleman, 
Bishop of Delaware, assisted Bishop Stark- 
ey. Other clergymen present included the 
Rev. George W. Smith, D. D., President of 
Trinity College; Archdeacon Thomas of 
Orange, Archdeacon F. B. Van Kleeck of 
Westchester, the Rev. C. F. Hoffman, Arch- 
deacon Jursey of Hoboken, the Rev. J. 
Nevett Steele, the Rev. C. D’W. Bridg- 
man, D. D., and over a score of rectors and 
other Ppiscopal clergymen from Newark, 
New-York, the Oranges, Jersey City, Pat- 
erson, Westchester County, and cities for 
miles around. 

The services were of the most impressive 
character, and the church was especially 
decorated for the occasion. The chancel 
and altar were almost hidden with Paster 
lilies.

MARSHAL YAMAGATA RESTING. 


Declined Many Invitations, but Will 
Visit Mayor Strong To-day. 


In spite of Marquis Yamagata’s often ex- 
pressed determination to lead a quiet life 
while in New-York, he will make at least 
one public appearance.

ELECTED MAY RESIG.. 


Marquis of Cabvrinana Prefers to Go to 
Prison Rather than Give Bonds— 
A @and-to-Hand Encounter with 
Masso’s Forces near Pozo Redon- 


do—Spanish Officers Promoted for 


Valor near Lechuza—An Attack 


by Maceo Repuised. 


Maprip, April 15.—In consequence of ir- 
regularities in hancting the votes polled in 
the recent elections, the Presidents of the 
Electoral Bureaus in Madrid have been 
fined 100 pesetas each. The Liberal candi- 
@ates elected in Madrid will probably re- 
sign. : 

The Judges have ordered the Marquis of 
Cabrinana to furnish bail in the sum of 
3,000 pesetas for having accused the Munici- 
pal Council of Madrid of corrupt practices. 
The Marquis has refused to furnish the bail 
required, deelaring that the charges he 
made are true, and that he would prefer 
to go to prison rather than furnish bonds. 

Havana, April 15.—Col.,Pintos reports 
that his command had a fight with a party 
of insurgents under Maceo near Pozo Re- 
dondo, in the Havana Province. The en- 
gagement terminated in a hand-to-hand en- 
counter, in which the rebels fought desper- 
ately with machetes. The result, according 
to Col. Pintos’s reports, was that the reb- 
els lost ten killed, while the Government 
®force had only one man wounded. 

A party of guerrillas, while foraging near 
Matanzas, encountered a superior force of 
the enemy, and a battle followed, in which | 
six of the guerrillas were killed and one 
was wounded. The column commanded by 
Lieut. Col. Navarro came to the assistance 
of the guerrillas, and the combined Govern- 
ment forces routed the rebels. 

A band of fourteen guerrillas, while on 
a foraging expedition in the vicinity of San 
Antonio de las Vegas, in the Province of 
Havana, was surprised by a party of rebels 
1,000 strong, under the leader Castillos. 
They made a brave defense, but only three 
of their number escaped, ten béing killed 
and one wounded. ' 

It is said that Lieut. Col. Debos and Capt. 
Forsbe have been promoted for their valor 
in the recent battle near Lechuza. — 

It is reported that some of Maceo’s forces 
made an attack upon the trocha, near the 
gouth end of the line, yesterday, but were 
compelled to retire by the gunboat Almen- 
dares and the launch Dardo, aided by a 
land force.

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HE EXPLAINS HOW FREE SILVER 
WOULD HURT WORKINGMEN. 


The Secretary of the Treasary Re- 
views the Financial Situation and 
Specially Discusses Its Bearing 
upon Labor—Wages and Prices of 

During the War 

Compared Show the Evil 

Effects of Depreeciated Carrency.

Curicaco, April 15.—John G. Carlisle, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, arrived in this city 
from Washington this morning on the 
Peansylvania limited. 

“As the Secretary stepped from the train 
he was greeted by a large delegation of 


labor men, among whom were James Mc-~- 
Gill and Humphrey Knight of the Louis- 
ville Central Labor Union, who had come 
from that city to hear. Mr. Cartisle’s lect- 
ure. 

After a. hearty handshake all round Sec- 
retary Carlisle entered a carriage, and, ac- 
companied by Henry 8S. Robbins, President 
of the Sound-Money League, and George 
W. Geary, Chairman of the committee 
which has arranged for the lecture, and 
W. K. Carlisle, his son, was driven to the 
latter’s home. 

Secretary Carlisle addressed the working- 
men of Chicago on the money question at 
the Auditorium to-night. There was a 
large crowd present, including many busi- 
ness men and capitalists, The lecture was 
enthusiastically received. 

Secretary Carlisle first discussed the ques- 
tion ‘‘ whether the general business of the 
people shall be transacted with good 
money or bad money; whether the wages 
of labor shall be paid in a sound and stable 
currency, with full purchasing power in 
the markets where they are exchanged for 


the necessaries of life, or in a Gepreciated 
and fluctuating currency.” 

He said, while the rich man may be sub- 
jected to loss and inconvenientee from finan- 
cial or industrial disturbance, he is exempt 
from the most serious consequences there- 
of. It is the poor man, who depends upon 
his wages for the support of himself and 
his family, who always feels the first and 
most disastrous effects of such a disturb- 
ance. 

The subject of finance generally was ex- 
plained and the history of the efforts of 
various countries to establish a silver stand- 
ard reviewed. ° 

In considering the subject in its relation’ 
to workingmen, he said: 


In the general confusion and disorder resulting 
from such a ical measure, what will be the 
condition of the American laborer? Will he be 
benefited or injured by reducing the value of the 
money in which his wages are paid and at the 
same time increasing the prices of the commodi- 
ties for which his wages are expended? 

After struggling for more than a quarter of a 
century, through labor organizations and other- 
wise, to secure a rate of wages which would 
make the proceeds of a day’s work equal to the 
cost of a day’s subsistence for the workingman 
and his family, you are asked by the advocates 
of free coinage to join them in destroying one- 
half of the purchasing power of the money in 
which you are paid and impose upon yourselves 
the task of doubling the nominal amount of 
your wages hereafter; that is, to struggle for 
another quarter of a century, or perhaps longer, 
to raise your wages in a depreciated currency 
to a point which will enable you to purchase 
with them as much of the necessaries of life as 
you can purchase now; and if, after years of 
contention, privation, and industrial disorder, 
you should at last succeed in so adjusting 
wages that they would procure at the higher 
prices of comniodities just what they will pro- 
cure now at the existing prices, what would 
you have gained by the change from the old to 
the new conditions? 

Money received for wages, like money re- 
ceived on every other account, is valuable only 
to the extent that it can be exchanged for other 
commodities, and it is scarcely necessary to sug- 
gest that a dollar worth 50 cents will not pur- 
chase as much in the markets as a dollar worth 
100 cents. To call a dime a dollar would add 
nothing whatever to its intrinsic value, or to its 
purchasing power. 

If the propositions are correct, it is clear 
that whgn wages are paid in a depreciated cur: 
rency the rates of wages must_be increased in 
proportion to the depreciation of the money and 
in proportion to the increase in the prices of 
other things, or the laborer will suffer a loss. 

But I affirm that it is the universal rule that 
the rates of wages do not increase in proportion 
to the depreciation in the value of the money in 
which they are paid, and that when the currency 
is depreciated the rates of wages do not increase 
in proportion to the increasé in the prices of the 
commodities the laborer is compelled to purchase, 

If there has been a single exception to this 
rule in this ‘or in any other country, my in- 
vestigations have not enabled me to find it, 
and I do not believe one can be found. 

It is not my purpose to weary you by the 
presentation of voluminous statistics or by a 
tedious recital of facts, but the particular prop- 
osition now under consideration is of such 
great importance in the discussion of this sub- 
ject that you must permit me to call your 
especial attention to the experience of the labor- 
ing people in our own country during the years 
immediately following the introduction of a de- 
preciated paper currency in 1862, and also to the 
very low rates of wages which now prevail in 
eountries having the silver standard of value, 
or the so-called double standard of value with 
coinage of silver at a legal ratio not correspond- 
ing with the commercial value of the metal, 
and, in doing this, I will make no statement 
that cannot be fully sustained by reliable evi- 
dence. 

On the 3d of March, 1893, a sub-committee of 
the Committee on Figance in the United States 
Senate made a report on the course of prices and 
Wages in this country for a period of fifty-two 
years, embracing the prices of almost every arti- 
cle of consumption in common use among the 
people and the rates of wages in almost every in- 
dustry carried on during that time, and, in order 
that you may learn from this official and impar- 
tial investigation what effect a depreciated cur- 
rency has on wages and prices, I will briefly state 


some of the most materia! facts and conclusions 


embodied in that document. 

The sub-committee consisted of five Senators, 
po ag egy both political parties and both sides 
of the currency question, and the investigation, 
which lasted nearly two years, was most thor- 
oughly and impartially made, with no purpose in 
view except to ascertain and report the actual 
facts; and, so far as it relates to questions of 
fact, the report was unanimous. 

As stated heretofore, Congress, early in the 
year 1862, inaugurated the policy of issuing légal- 
tender paper, gold was driven out of circulation, 
specie payments were suspended, the “currency 
began at once to depreciate, and before the close 
of the year the paper dollar was worth less than 
76 cents in gold. -From t time the depreciation 
began the price of commodities and the wages of 
labor were paid in papef currency, and the in- 
jurious effect upon the interests of the laboring 
man is clearly shown in the report referred to, 

In 1862 the wages of labor, paid in depreciated 
paper, were less than 8 per cent. higher in 
paper than when paid in gold, but the prices of 
the 223 articles used by the laborers and other 
people in the maintenance of their families were 
nearly 18 per cent. higher than they were when 
paid in gold; in 1868 the wages of labor paid in 
depreciated paper worth about 69 cents on the 
dollar, were 10% per cent. higher than when 
paid in gold, but the prices of the articles the 
laborer h to buy with his wages were nearly 
49 per cent, higher; in 1864 the wages of labor 
pai in depreciated paper dollars worth 49 
cents each, had advanced 25% per cent., but the 
prices of the necessaries of life had adyanced 
90% per cent.; in 1865 wages paid in pap® cur- 
rency worth 63 cents on the dollar Had advanced 
43 per cent. above the rates previously paid in 
gold, or its equivalent, but the prices of com- 
modities had advanced nearly 117 per cent.—that 
is to say, had more than doubled; and in 1866 
wages paid in a currency worth 71 cents on the 
dollar had advanced a fraction more than 52 per 
cent. from the previous rates in-gold, or its 

uivalent, but the prices of commodities had 
advanced $0 per cent. 

The rise in the rates of wages never cor- 
responded with the rise in the prices of other 
things until the year 1869, four years after the 
close of the war, when the value of our cur- 
rency was 71 cents on the dollar, and it was 
quite certain that no further depreciation would 
occur. In 1 this country was on a gold basis, 
and had been on that basis for»many years, under 
the operation of the acts of 1834 and 1837. 

Wages were then paid in gold or its equivalent, 
and by reducing the wages paid in a depreciated 
currency to a gold basis and comparing them 
with the rates paid in gold in 1860, we shall 
have another demonstration of the injurious ef- 
fects of one. money on the interésts of the 
laborer. On this wvasis the laborer received 8 
cents and 2 mills in 1868, instead of the gold 
dollar he received in 1860; in 1864 he received 
80 cents and 8 mills instead of the gold dollar, 
and in 1865 he received 66 cents and 2 mills in- 
stead of a gold dollar, 

In other words, the wages of labor, measured 
by gold, as they were in 1860, when we had a 
sound currency, had fallen about 24 per cent. in 
1863, more than i? per cent« in 1864, and nearly 
44 per cent. in 1865, when we had a depreciated 
currency; and, gentlemen, the force of this illus- 
tration is greatly augmented by the facts that 
these reductions in the rates of wages occurred 
at a time when several hundred tnousand laborers 
had been withdrawn from the fleld of competi- 
tion, when the Government was engaged in the 
prosecution of a great war, and was expending 
money lavishly for all kinds of supplies for the 
army and navy, and when the prices of all the 
products of labor had largely increased. 

Surely, if there ever can be a time when an 
abundance of ch money will increase the 
wages and improve the cendition of laboring men, 
these results ought to have been accomplished 
under the combination of favorable’ circumstances 
existing, especially in the great centres of indus- 
try, from 1681 to 1865, and yet there has been 
no other — in our history when the rates of 
wages fell so rapidly or so low.

The theory is that with free coinage of 
legal-tender silver the wages of labor in 
this country would be paid in silver dollars 
worth about half as much as 
but the products of labor, whi 
long to the employer, would 
gold in the markets abroad, and that the 
gold thus obtained could be exchan for 
silver at about the rate of $1 in gold for 
$2 in silver; and thus the process would 
go on, the employer getting gold of full 
value and the laborer getting depreciated 
silver. 

‘Attention was called to the vast sums of 
money belonging to workingmen in the 
savings banks and building associations and 
invested in life insurance in this country. 
If free coinage is established, Mr. Carlisle 
said, a large part of this money will be 
lost, because such a reckless monetary sys- 
tem would precipitate a panic.

OBITUARY RECORD. 


William Matthews. 
William Matthews, who was one of the 


‘best-known men in the old town of Fiat- 


bush, died at his home, 19 Pierrepont Street, 
Brooklyn, last evening.“ Mr. Matthews had 
been ill for some time, and while out walk- 
ing recently on Pierrepont Street, was run 
down by a bicyclist, and failed to recover 
from the shock. 

Mr. Matthews was born March 29, 1822, 
in Aberdeen, Scotland. His father died 
when he was nine months old, and when he 
was seven years old his mother took him 
to. London, where, after a few years at 
school, he was apprenticed to a bookbinder. 
He came to New-York in 1848 and estab- 
lished himself in business. A silver medal 
was awarded to him at the Crystal Palace 
exhibition in 1853 for his work, which was 
the highest award given for bookbinding. 

This success led to his connection with 
the publishing house of D. Appleton & Co. 
He managed the bookbinding department, 
and acquired an international reputation as 
a master of his craft. He was a leading 
member of the Grolier Club and a_connois- 
seur of rare and valuable books. Upon his 
retirement from active connection with: the 
house of D. Appleton & Co., Mr. Matthews 
was succeeded in business by his sons, 
William and Alfred. 

Mr. Matthews was a Freemason. He 
joined Montauk Lodge, No. 286, in 1854, 
and upon removing to what was then the 
town of Flatbush, in 1861, he organized 
Kings County Lodge, and was its first 
Master. .He served as Master until 1874. 

Mr. Matthews lived while in Flatbush at 
37 Irving Place, but moved to 19 Pierre- 

ont Street, Brooklyn, two years ago. With 

r. Homer L. Bartlett he founded the 
Midwood Club, and was interested in the 
organization of the Flatbush Water Works 
Company, of which: he was President. He 
was Senior Warden of St. Paul’s Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, Flatbush, and for 
many years Treasurer of the Church Char- 
ity Foundation of Long Island. 

Mr. Matthews leaves three daughters and 
two sons. 


George W. Hamill. 


George W. Hamill, who for nearly thirty 
years was sexton of St. Mark’s Church, 
East Tenth Street, near Second Avenue, 
died yesterday morning from pneumonia 
after a short illness, He was sixty-two 
years old. ; 

Mr. Hamill was born in Baltimore and 
spent his boyhood in Washington. As a 
boy he learned to know many of the pub- 
lic men of the day. He became well ac- 
quainted with Henry Clay, and was fond 
of relating his personal experiences with 
him. Mr. Hamill came to New-York when 
@ young man, and got into business with 
Henry Erben, an organ builder in Spring 
Street, the father of Admiral Erben. He 
continued there until 1868, abandoning the 
business to become sexton at St. Mark’s. 
He had previously acted as assistant sex- 
ton. 

During his connection with the church he 
was received into the intimate friendship 
of many of the old New-York families, 
such &s the Schermerhorns, Schuylers, and 
Stuyvesants, by whom he was greatly 
loved for his ay g disposition and man- 
ners. He had lived for a score of years in 
the Seventeenth Ward and was a well- 
known figure thereabout. He leaves a 
wife, three daughters, and one son.

ulation that he would not, if elected, exer- 
cise his power of veto in regard to any 
financial legislation which might be sent to 
him by the votes of a majority of the Dem- 
ocratic members of Congress, has attract- 
ed widespread attention and evoked uni- 
versal commendation. 

The subject wag,yesterday dominant where 
Democratic politics were discussed, and 
none but a few politicians who favor self- 
ish, venal, schemes or measures of exped!- 
ency that savor of ‘log rolling,’’ was dis- 
posed to hesitate in condemning Mr. Black’s 
proposition. Several representative Demo- 
crats, whose views on the money question" 
command respect, talked freely on the sub- 
ject. 

Ex-Congressman Coombs. 


“ The editorial to-day in THn NEwW-YORK 
Times has just expressed my sentiments 
in regard to the money question,’ said 
William J. Coombs, who represented the 
Third and Fourth Congressional Districts 
of this State in the Fifty-second and Fifty- 
third ‘Congress, respectively. ‘‘I do not 
know that there is anything for me to add. 

“JT think the man who would accept the 
office of President under the controlling 
proviso suggested by Mr. Black would be 
surrendering in advance a prerogative of 
the executive branch of the Government 
placed in his hands by the Constitution for 
a wise purpose, and a prerogative which he 
is bound in all conditions and circumstances 
to maintain in full force without compro- 
mise, 

“Congress has always leoked with jealousy 
on any interference of the Executive with 
the legislative branch of the Government, 
and nothing is more sure to bring defeat 
to a measure than the suspicion that the 
Executive is using undue influence to pass 
it through that body. 

“TI believe that the plan of the Constitu- 
tion dividing the legislative branch of the 
Government into upper and lower houses, 
with the Executive in his independence re- 
viewing such measures as may pass through 
them and exercising the right of veto is 
one of the safeguards of the country. « 

“Then comes the final review of the ju- 
dicial branch of the Government to guard 
against infringement of the Constitutional 
rights of the péople. We thus have the 
legislative, executive, and judicial branches 
of the Government, each independent of the 
other, as was designed by the Constitution 
for the safety and well-being of the people.

Black’s propositions,” said Mr. Levy, ‘‘ and 
I have no hesitation in saying that they 
are impracticable.

He-knows full 
well, or ought to know; that the only hope 
ef the Democratic Party is to come out 
with such a platform as was enunciated by 
Gov.

“*Mr. Black in no way represents the sen- 
timents of the National League of Demo- 
cratic Clubs in his recent utterances. The 
feeling among them for some time past has 
been that the only hope of the Democratic 
Party is to uphold the principles of the 
founder of the party, Thomas Jefferson, 
and any one who reads the orations of 
Gov. Russell and Senator Daniel, delivered 
at the recent celebration at Monticello, will 
be convinced that Jefferson was opposed 
to free silver. He repealed the act of 1797, 
making the unit of value 15 to 1, as soon 
as he became President. This fatal act 
of 1797 destroyed all values and caused a 
panic which lasted for several years.

‘““ Wherever the agitation of silver has be- 
come prevalent it has brought in its wake 
great commercial depression. Germany and 
Italy ‘were depressed with it for many 
years.

ANOTHER FORETASTE OF SUMMER. 





Record for April 15 Not Broken, How- 
ever—Snow in the Northwest. 


Another foretaste of Summer was given 
to New-Yorkers yesterday. Warmer than 
the preceding day, it was still not a rec- 
ord breaker, though the average tempera- 
ture, 70°, between 8 A. M. and 8 P. M. was 
21° above the normal. 

It was 72° at 10 A. 

o'clock, but this highest reading, though 
close to it, did not reach the record for 
April 15 in the last twenty-six years, held 
jointly by the years 1872 and 1891, when 
the mercury reached 78°. The fact that 
there was about 10 per cent. less humid- 
ity yesterday than the day before made 
the heat seem less oppressive. It was 68 
per cent. yesterday at noon. The mercury 
reached only 40° April 15, 1895. 
_ Coming at the season when heavy cloth- 
ing is still worn and cannot safely be dis- 
carded, the heat was exceedingly trying, 
but other cities fared even worse than 
New-York. Albany reported a maximum 
temperature of 82°, Boston 82°, Philadel- 
hia 84°, Washington 84°, and St. Louis 
86°. The entire country east of Iowa had 
fair weather, with the temperature 10° 
higher than on Tuesday. 

In the Northwest States, however, it was 
10° cooler, with the temperature generally 
below the freezing point, and with snow 
in Montana and North Dakota. Curiously 
enough, Key West, the most southerly 
point in the United States, reported 76°, 
or the same as New-York. There was rain 
in Minnesota. 

During the latter part of the afternoon 
and the early evening the wind was from 
the south, and the temperature fell to 64° 
at 8 P. M.. Then the wind hauled to the 
west, and the mercury rose to 65° at 10 
o’ clock. A repetition of yesterday’s 
weather was predicted for to-day. 

The street railways and the police here 
formally acknowledged the warm wave. 
Chief Conlin yesterday issued an order 
for the police to don their Spring dress 
coats. The surface roads got out open 
cars Tuesday, and yesterday the number 
was increased. Traveling consequently 
was made more agreeable, though after 
nightfall a cool breeze which swept over 
the town made topcoats comfortable and 
closed cars preferable.

ROCKVILLE, Conn., April 15.—In various 
towns in Tolland County this forenoon the 
temperature ranged from 80° to 83°. In 
this city it was 83° in the shade. It was 
the hottest April day for many years in 
Bastern Connecticut, 

WATERBURY, Conn., April 15.—This is the 
hottest April day on record here, the ther- 
moggeter reaching 80° in the shade at noon. 

Macnuias, Me., April 15.—The mercury 
registered 70° in the shade at noon, which 
eclipses the record here.

Looking for Witnesses,

\MR. FITCH MAKES 


What He Says of Mr. Roosevelt’s Re- 
marks on a $9,000 Transfer. 


Controller Fitch yesterday replied to Po- 
lice Commissioner Roosevelt’s remarks re- 
garding his attitude in the matter of the 
transfer of $9,000 which the board was al- 
lowed to make by the Board of Estimate, 
against the wishes of the Controller. 

The transfer was made from the building 
account to the contingency account, it be- 
ing alleged that the money was expended 
by policemen who were seeking evide%ce 
against ' gambling houses and liquor deal- 
ers. Mr. Roosevelt accused Mr. Fitch of 
exerting his efforts ‘‘in behalf of the crim- 
inal classes.’”’ Mr. Fitch said: 

“Mr. Roosevelt, in calling my written pro- 
posal to leave an important question of law 
which has arisen ,in the public business to 
the decision of the Supreme Court ‘an ef- 
fort in behalf of the criminal classes,’ ex- 
hibits his usual good sense and temper- 
ance in the use of language. 

“He is constantly saying that everybody 
in journalism, in office, or in politics who 
di rees with him on any subject is ‘aid- 
ing the criminal classes.’ e probably hon- 
estly believes that it is criminal to oppose 
him in anything. If he could, I have no 
doubt that he would make it a criminal of- 
fense to take into our Supreme Court, which 
is looked up to and respected wherever de- 
cisions are written in the English language 
and where every one gets a fair hearing 
and equal justice, any dispute or disagree- 
ment with him. 

“TI may, nevertheless, be obliged to do 
so. I feel about his desire to punish me 
for deciding to submit to the courts a ques- 
tion of law about the same as his Honor 
the Mayor, who appointed Mr. Roosevelt 
to office, felt about another matter when he 
said at a public dinner of the North Side 
Board of Trade, on March 7, 1896: ‘I have 
my beer ox Stnday and I do not ask Theo- 
dore about it either.’ ”’

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THEY ALL HAILED THE ALDERMAN. 


Vehement Greeting for W. A. Holmes 
of Bayonne at Produce Exchange. 


Democratic victories in the New-Jersey 
charter elections on Tuesday excited more 
than passing interest at the Produce Ex- 
change because many of the members re- 
side across the North River, and two of 
them, William A. Holmes, the commercial 
market reporter for THE NEw-YORK TIMES, 
and Henry Guilard of the firm of Guilard, 
Rouse & Bostwick; inspectors of provisions, 
wé‘e nominated by the Democrats for the 
offices of Aldermen for the Second and 
First Wards of Bayonne. Mr. Guilard 
failed to overcome his opponent by 15 votes, 
and concluded not to appear at the Ex- 
change. 

Mr. Holmes had no such reason for re- 
maining away, for he had received 753 
votes, against 554, in a Republican ward. 
When he arrived, heavy-eyed, with the 
fatigue of political conflict, he had to make 
a pathway for himself through the out- 
stretched hands of members extending con- 
gratulations. He was buried in figures at 
his table, when there was a commotion 
near by, and his astonished gaze encoun- 
tered a procession of brokers marching to- 
ward him. The procession had formed in 
three companies, led by Harry Raphael of 
Armour & Co., William Hamilton of E. 
H. Doypgherty & Co., and B. B. Roundy. 
They lined up before him, and at the com- 


mand, saluted him with a low sweep of 
their hats as “ the Alderman.” 

Then cheers for Alderman Holmes were 
noisily given. Calls for a speech followed. 
Mr. Holmes was lifted from his chair. and 
carried to a stand, which the members 
wished him to mount. He succeeded in 
checking this purpose by saying that he 
could not make a speech then, but that if 
the crowd wished to partake of his hos- 
pitality, he was at its service. 

The function of entertainer for the Ex- 
change was not imposed upon him, but 
before he could return to his work, his 
hands and shoulders were lamed from the 
wringing and whacking of members, who 
thus emphasized their predictions that the 
Common Council Chamber at Bayonne 
would now become the cradle for a great 
public career.

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SEALING TREATY RATIFIED 





THE SENATE ACTS ON THE CONVEN- 
TION WITH ABSOLUTE UNANIMITY. 


Great Britain Will Appoint One Com- 
missioner and the United States 


Another, Switzerland to Name & 


Third in the Evert of a Diss. ree- 
ment—Canadian Claims for Dam- 
ages for Seizures Will Be Heard 


at Vancouver and San Francisco. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.--After a discus- 
sion of a little more than half an hour, the 
Senate this afternoon, in executive ses- 
sion, ratified the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain providing for 
the appointment of a commission to assess 


damages alleged to have been sustained by 
Canadian sealers whcse vessels were seized 
by the Government df the United, States 
for alleged illegal sealing. 

The treaty provides that each Govern- 
ment shall appoint one Commissioner, and 
if they cannot agree, the President of the 
Swiss Republic is to select a third. The 
commission, as provided for in the original 
treaty, was to sit at Vancouver, but an 
amendment was inserted that the com- 
mission shall also be allowed to sit in San 


Francisco. 

The only other amendment of any im- 
portance—and even that is said to be un- 
important—is the expunging of the word 
“award’’ from the text of the conven- 
tion where reference is made to the pro- 
ceedings of the Paris tribunal, this Gov- 
ernment contending that the Paris tri- 
bunal did not make any award on the 
question of damages; that it went even 
further and refused to consider that ques- 
tion at all. Otherwise the treaty is as 
signed by Sir Julian Pauncefote and Sec- 
retary Olney. 

When Senator Sherman called it up this 
afternoon there was a disposition on the 
part of some Senators to postpone action 
until the return to the Senate of Senator 
Morgan, but this was deemed to be im- 
practicable, owing to the uncertainty as 
to when Mr. Morgan. would be able to re- 
sume his duties. Mr. Sherman notified the 
Senate that the State Department was ex- 
ceedingly anxious to have the matter dis- 
osed of at the earliest opportunity, and 
e further stated that if the Senate in- 
tended to ratify the convention at all, it 
might as well be done now as at any other 
time, and thus obliterate’ the idea that 
was held by some that this Government 
was trifling with the subject. Briefly he 
explained the provisions of the treaty. 

Mr. Pugh of Alabama, although he fa- 
vored the treaty, thought it would be bet- 
ter to await the return of Mr. Morgan. 
Other Senators appeared to be content to 
accept the judgment-of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations. The text of the con- 
vention was then read at length, but little 
attention was paid to it, the Senators 
other thari members of the committee oc- 
cupying the time in writing letters. 

Mr. Sherman indicated the character of 
the amendments, and then’ moved the rati- 
fication of the instrument as amended. The 
ratification was agreed to without the for- 
mality .of a vote, and with a unanimity 
that was. unexpected. Mr. Sherman 
frowned down a suggestion to remove the 
injunction of secrecy from the treaty, and 
it will be’ printed and filed away among 
the secret archives of the Senate. 





PALISADES BILL OFFERED. 


Senator Sewell Becomes Sponsor for 
the Measure. 


Wastincton, April 15.—In the Senate to- 
day Mr. Sewell introduceda_bill-providing 
for the establishment of a military and 
National ‘park upon the Palisades of the 
Hudson... The bill sets forth the cession 
of jurisdiction over these Palisades to the 
United States by the States of New-York 
and New-Jersey for the purpose of the 
Palisades National Military Park, and de- 
scribes the limits of the territory by metes 

, ‘and. bounds. 

The lands thus acquired are to be under 
the charge of six Commissioners, to be 
appointed by the President, who shall have 

wer to negotiate for the purchase of the 
ands or any part.

The Sennte Will Not Be Ready to 


Quit Before June. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—It .was made 
pretty clear from an incidental remark in 
the Senate to-day that the predictions as 
to an early adjournment of Congress are 
mot likely to be verified. 

The slowly moving Du Pont election case

He con- 
sented, however, to let the matter go 
over, when Mr. Gray should have finished 
his speech, so as to make way for the 
Indian Appropriation bill, the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill, and Mr. Peffer’s resolu- 
tion for an investigation of the recent 
bond issues.

NO MORE FREE ALCOHOL, 


A Bill to Amend the Wilson Tariff 
Law Reported, 


WASHINGTON, April 15.-The Ways and 
Means Committee to-day ordered a favora- 
ble report on the bill of C. W. Stone of 
Pennsylvania repealing Clause 81 of the 
Wilson Tariff law, providing for free al- 
coho! in the arts. 

Mr. Russell of Connecticut offered a sub- 
stitute for the Stone bill, which was re- 
jected by a vote of 9 to 5. Mr. Russell's 
bill repealed Clause 61, and enacted in- 
stead a provision intended to gfve ‘free al- 
cohol under proper restrictions. Mr. Rus- 
sell contended that, under proper regula- 
tions, the manufactures could be ven 
free alcohol, which, he thought, they should 
have, without endangering. the revenues 
from frauds. 

The Treasury officials do not take this 
view of the matter, and, for the want of 
feasible and practicable regulations, this 
section of the present tariff has failed to 
be carried out. 

Mr. Russell called attention to the Eng- 
lish law on this subject, which, from re- 
ports, worked well. e Stone bill, ‘which 
was adopted after the Russell substitute 
was voted down, repeals outright and un- 
conditionally Section 61. 





MARYLAND SHIP CANAL, 


A Bill to Connect Delaware and Ches- 
apeake Bays. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—Senator Elkins 
(Rep., West Va.,) introduced in the Senate 
to-day a bill to provide for the construction 
of the Maryland and Delaware Free Ship 
Canal as a means of military and naval de- 
fense, and for commercial purposes.

CHANGES IN THE CURRICULUM TO 
BE RECOMMENDED. 


Women Teachers Are Preparing an 
Official Report—Opinions 
Scope and Methods of Instruction 
—The Cost a Big Consideration— 
Dr. Leipziger Favors Liberal Op- 
portunities for Education and 
Believes in Manual Training.

The result of the deliberations of the 
woman Principals of the public schools of 
this city, who have been at work for sev- 
eral weeks on a plan to amend the present 
curriculum, is being awaited with the great-_ 
est interest. Meetings of the Principals 


are held from time to time, and the work 
is not far from completion. The result will 
be given to the Committee on Instruction 
of the Board of Education early in May. 
A reporter for THE NEw-YorRK TiMEs, who 
pursued his inquiries yesterday on the sub- 
ject of what shall be taughi in our public 
schools, found that every person inter- 
viewed had a different opinion. Some men 
thought the city could not give the children 
too costly an education, others were of the 
opinion that those who deserved the ad- 
vantages of a really first-class education 
were only those who could pay for it, and 
between these two extremes was found 
every possible grade and shade of opinion. 

‘“*My opinion,” said Dr. Henry M. Leip- 
ziger, Assistant Superintendent of Schools, 
and formerly Director of the HebreW Tech- 
nical Institute, “is that the most liberal 
opportunities for education should be afford- 
ed to every one who desires to avail him- 
self of them, and that the State should 
have the best schools of every kind, from 
kindergarten to university. 

“Of course, attention must first be paid to_ 
elementary schools. One great drawback 
in. these schools to successful teaching is’ 
the large number of pupils in charge of a 
single teacher. This is, of course, to a 
great extent necessary in a crowded com- 
munity like the City of New-York, but 
some attempt should be made to strive 
toward the ideal, which would have no more 
than twenty-five pupils in any one class. 

“Again, the teacher in charge of the 
lower classes should be one who has a 
natural sympathy and love for children, 
who has studied the child mind, and has 
had much experience in handling children. 

“Public opinion should be more and more 
impressed with the fact that teaching is 
possibly the divinest of professions, that 
@ real teacher needs a broad and liberal 
culture and full preparation for the work; 
that no money expended by a community 1s 
expended more wisely than in calling to the 
work of teaching tne most gifted men and 


women that can be attracted to that com- 
“munity. 

**Many persons do not have this exalted 
view of teaching. But the réal safeguard 
to the community and its real rank depend 
upon the regard in which the teacher ‘is 
held in that community, and the best way 
of evidencing that-regard is by the salary 
that is paid to that teacher. 

“ This is true of all collision. 
and women seek those calling 
them the highest reward. 

“In considering the. course of study for 
@ great city like this there are some who 
think. that ‘education should be entirely 
practical, but the best thought seems fo 
be that in the. early stages of education 
instruction should be given on those gen- 
eral lines which shall serve as a stimulus. 
for further study after school life has. 
ended. se ape 3 Re PM STs Tl 7 
‘! Thus es habit. of -reading “showld-be -en- 
couraged and the observing faculties’ care- 
fully developed. One ‘of ‘the best things 
which a school can do is to give its pu- 
oy a:love for .pure literature, which will 

a companion to them of no mean value 
through life. History, if properly taught, 
taking the biographies of the eminent 
makers of our country, becomes a medium 
for moral instruction of undoubted value. 

**But all instruction of this kind should 
be supplemented by something that may 
truly be called practical. It is being now 
done to quite an extent in our schools, and 
there is promise of expansion. 

“T refer to what is called manual train- 
ing, which includes training by the use 
of tools for boys and cooking and sewing 
for girls. 

* Our school system should be supple- 
mented by waving two or three industrial 
art classes est blished, such as exist in 
Boston and Philadelphia, where those pu- 
pils who show a decided artistic or me- 
chanical tendency can get special instruc- 
tion calculated to develop their aptitude. 

“What we need in our country to-day is 
the development of trained artisans. Most 
of our skilled workmen are imported. 

‘*‘As the capstone of the edifice of pub- 
lic education the colle of course, is nec- 
essary. Some think that it is inadvisable 
for a city to support a college, but the ar- 
‘gument which obliges a State to establish 
the elementary school is no different from 
that which, carried to its logical conclu- 
sion, should demand its support of the col- 
lege. For education works from above, 
downward, and in our own college many of 
our best citizens have received their train- 
ing and have amply repaid the outlay of 
the city in that noble and democratic insti- 
tution. 

“The public school, in its ideal state, 
should be the only school in the community. 

“Tt is the safeguard of democracy, for 
here the son of the rich man and the son 
of the poor man meet, and get to know 
and understand each other. Caste is there- 
fore impossible as long as the public school 
is properly sustained. 

“If our republic is to endure the great-

SEVERAL GRANTED TO SALOON AND 
RESTAURANT KEEPERS. 


Opinion of the Excise Board’s Coun- 
sel as to the Kind of Places That 
May Be Licensed—Ten Bedrooms 
Are Snufficient, and the Building 
Laws Need Not Be Considered— 
Justice Lawrence’s Comments on 


Recent Restrictive Legislation. 


At the request of the Excise Board, its 
counsel, Julius M. Mayer. gave an opinion 
yesterday as to what kind of places may 
be granted hotel licenses. 

He said, in his opinion, that a hotel 
license might be granted to any place: hav- 
ing ten bed rooms, provided it- was not. fre- 
quented by persons for unlawful purposes. 
Liquor ‘may be ‘sold in such places at the 
bar, to. be drunk on or off the premises. 
The board, he says, has no right to. con- 
sider whether or not the building is’ con- 
structed according to. the rules of.-the 
Building Department.

Justice Gildersleeve subsequently 
granted a writ of certiorari to Schultz and 
a mandamus was issued directing the Ex- 
cise Board to grant the license. The Jus- 
tice held that it had not been shown that 
the applicant was-not a man of good char- 
acter. The Appellate Court reversed Judge 
Gildersleeve’s ruling. 

Schultz’s counsel, Mr. C. L. Hoffman, 
argued that the fact that a former holder 
of the Hcense had conducted the business 
in a disorderly manner did not justify the 
refusal of the license to Schultz. 

Justice Lawrence said that the power of 
appealing without obtaining a’ stay might 
be exercised by counsel.

Justice Lawrence said: 

The. quéstion of your, clients’ financial em- 
barrassmefit has nothing to do with the abstract 
question* of tlaw..

It has been decided by acts of the Legislature, 
which vest very great powers in Boards of Po- 
lice, that what is a crime in Brooklyn is not a 
crime in New-York. An act which the Legis- 
lature has passed makes a crime in fifty-eight 
counties in this State of what is perfectly legal 
in the other two counties. This act of the 
Legislature has, by a recent interpretation of 
the law by the Court of Appeals, been declared 
to be constitutional, we are, therefore, bound 
here to obey such laws, however much your 
opinion or mine may differ as to whether the 
laws are just or not.

The Magistrate Fixed Bail Too Low. 


Recorder Goff, in Part I. of the General 
Sessions Court, yesterday, criticised Magis- 
trate Brann for the latter’s action in fixing 
bail at $100 for John J. Mooney of 45 Mon- 
roe Street, a bartender at 56 Monroe Street, 
who was arrested March 29 for alleged 
violation of the excise law..

THE HEAT 


Disastrous Effect of the Present Warm 
Term on the Playhouses. 


The warm weather of the last three days 
has had a disastrous effect on the the- 
atrical business, not only in this city, but 
wherever the heated term has been felt. 
There is no business so susceptible to the 
influence of heat as the theatrical, and 
this has been especially the case since the 
institution of roof gardens in this city, 
which have taken the place of inside 
places of amusement during the Summer. 
New-York has learned to -dispense with 
theatres during the warm weather, and 
the habit of keeping away from them has 
become such a fixed one that it is followed 
in a warm term, even though it be unsea- 
sonable. 

The losses to the theatrés caused by the 
heat of the last three days scarcély can 
be estimated. On Monday night a large 
decrease in the usual attendance was no- 
ticed, and this was even more distinguish- 
able on Tuesday. Last night a _ slight 
breeze tempered the heat, and the au- 
diences were somewhat larger, but rows 
of. empty seats showed that the influence 
of the heat was still being felt. The fall- 
ing off in patronage was not confined to 
the legitimate theatres, but was equally 
felt by the music halls, which are gener- 
ally the last to yield to the depressing 
effects of the weather. 

The result of this will be, if the warm 
weather continues, to close the seasons of 
many companies earlier than was intended. 
The m&nagers are talking about calling 
in their companies and shortening the sea- 
sons at the city theatres.

Lights for Hallways—Plan to Clear 
Away a Block. - 


President Wilson and Sanitary Superin- 
tendent Roberts of the Board of Health, to- 
gether with representatives of the Street 
Cleaning Department and organizations in- 
terested in the improvement of the sanitary 
conditions of the lower east side, made a 
trip yesterday through Essex, Orchard, and 
Hester Streets. 

President .Wilson directed his attention 
chiefly to the question of tenement light- 
ing. The law provides that tenement hall- 
ways shall be lighted in the daytime as 
well as at night. Mr. Wilson visited a 
number of tenements and found that in 
some of them there was not sufficient light 
for the hallway floor to be seen. He con- 
cluded that on this account the floors could 
not be kept clean, and decided that all hall- 
ways where floors could not be readily seen 
should have lights in them. This will in 
the future be made the standard in the en- 
forcement of the law. 

The party found that Hester Street was 
kept much cleaner th it used to be, 
though it necessitates constant work by the 
street sweepers. Col. Waring’s idea is that 
a whole block should be torn away thete 
and the space paved with asphalt. This, he 
thinks, should be used as a market in the 
morning, cleaned off at noon, and be given 
up as a playground for children in the 
aiternoon and evening. .A bill providing 
for this has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature by Assemblyman Adler. 

As a result of the four, the Health and 
Street Cleaning Departments will be able 
to work hand in hand in keeping the streets 
in a better condition. 





THE SHAD HAVE ARRIVED, 


Good Prospects for a Big Catch in 
North River This Season, 


The annual run of shad in the North 
River is about to begin. A fisherman se- 
cured five in a net in Gravesend Bay Sat- 
urday, and other minor catches are re- 
ported off Weehawken. Fish dealers say 
thousands can be looked for’ since the 
warm weather has set in. 

The shad are a little late in arriving 
this season, but the prospects for fishermen 


are favorable, as the catches in the South- 
ern rivers have been unusually large. North 
River shad sell at a higher price by 20 per 
cent. than those coming from the Delaware 
and Susquehanna Rivers.
